We  will  be  confronted  with  large  problems, 
which  will  be  more  or  less  perplexing,  and  which  will  need 
to  be  considered  entirely  for  the  welfare  of  the  common- 
wealth. It  is  to  be  our  business  to  deal  out  justice  to  all, 
without  fear  or  favor.  It  has  been  said  that  we  are  Sena- 
torial freshmen,  and  that  we  are  an  experiment,  but  when 
.  we  leave  this  hall  for  the  last  time  let  it  be  said  that  we  are 
masters  of  the  situation.     I  thank  you.

Senate  Resolution  No.  19.  Senator  Nash  of  the  Thir- 
teenth District  introduced  a  resolution  instructing  the  Clerk 
to  provide  for  the  publication  of  the  Legislative  Bulletin  on 
the  same  plan  as  during  previous  sessions. 

The  resolution  was  passed. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Walsh  of  the  Twelfth  District,  the 
Senate,  at  1.20  o'clock  P.  M.,  took  a  recess  until  2  o'clock 
P.M. 
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Wednesday  Afternoon,  Jan.  7,  1903. 

The  Senate  was  called  to  order  at  2  o'clock  P.  M.,  the 
President  pro  tempore  in  the  Chair. 

The  committee  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  (Senate  Resolution  No.  17)  withdrew,  and  pres- 
ently returned  and  reported  that  they  had  performed  their 
duty,  and  had  the  honor  to  present  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
in  person. 

ADDRESS   OF   THE   LrlBUTENANT-GOVBRNOR. 

The  President  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate  then  introduced 
his  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  who  addressed  the  Sen- 
ate as  follows : 

Senators :  —  In  assuming  the  duties  of  the  office  to  which 
I  have  been  chosen  by  the  will  of  the  electors  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, I  desire  to  express  my  grateful  appreciation  of 
the  honor  conferred  upon  me  and  the  confidence  reposed  in 
me.  It  will  be  my  highest  aim  to  prove  myself  worthy  of 
this  tnist. 

You  are  undertaking  your  labors  at  a  time  of  great  pros- 
perity in  our  country,  and  the  affairs  of  our  State  were  never 
in  more  excellent  condition.  Our  industries  are  thriving,  our 
workmen  fully  employed,  general  business  is  prosperous,  all 
our  State  Governmental  Departments  are  ably  and  economi- 
cally conducted,  our  State  debt  is  being  rapidly  reduced,  our 
schools,  humane  and  other  institutions  are  well  equipped,  and 
are  doing  beneficent  work.  The  report  of  the  Bank  Com- 
missioner notes  the  increased  savings  of  the  people,  an  evi- 
dence of  their  prosperity.  The  towns,  with  State  aid,  have 
greatly  improved  their  highways.  We  live  in  added  comfort 
and  amid  increasing  advantages,  our  country  is  at  peace,  great 
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problems  have  been  solved  and  brought  to  a  successful  issue, 
and  today,  by  a  wise  and  well  ordered  conduct  of  our  national 
affairs,  our  people  hold  a  commanding  place  among  the  na- 
tions of  the  world.  The  advance  in  science,  invention,  art, 
and  the  betterment  of  our  material,  industrial,  and  commer- 
cial interests,  has  been  imprecedented. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  new  era  we  may  congratulate  our- 
selves, as  a  nation  and  state,  on  our  progress  and  prosperity, 
and  take  courage  in  a  bright  future,  which  indicates  a  con- 
tinuance of  this  hopeful  and  favorable  outlook.  May  your 
labors  not  only  maintain  but  strengthen  these  advantageous 
conditions,  at  least  so  far  as  the  interests  of  the  people  and 
the  affairs  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  are  affected,  and  this  is 
the  duty  that  immediately  concerns  you. 

That  the  coming  session  will  bring  before  this  honorable 
body  a  large  number  of  important  measures  seems  obvious. 
One  of  the  most  important  will  be  the  proper  redistricting  of 
the  Senate,  in  accordance  with  the  plan  which  has  already 
been  authorized.  This  and  other  matters,  perhaps  equally 
urgent,  will  require  your  careful  attention  and  thoughtful 
consideration,  and  questions  will,  no  doubt,  arise  for  your  de- 
cision that  will  merit  searching  examination,  and  be  the  sub- 
ject of  much  debate.  In  all  our  deliberations  let  us  be  tem- 
perate in  debate,  careful  in  our  scrutiny  of  what  bills  and 
laws  should  be  passed  or  enacted,  progressive  yet  prudent, 
striving  always  to  ascertain  the  right  and  to  be  controlled  by 
just  and  w^ell  considered  motives. 

You  will,  I  am  confident,  join  me  in  the  desire  that  this 
session  of  the  Senate  shall  not  only  show  work  well  done,  but 
as  speedily  accomplished  as  may  be  consistent  with  good  judg- 
ment and  fairness.  As  Chairman  of  the  various  Assembly 
Committees  you  have  it,  to  a  good  degree,  in  your  pojsrer  to 
obviate  extended  delays,  as  well  as  to  bring  to  an  early  con- 
clusion all  measures  under  consideration,  by  rendering 
prompt  committee  reports  on  these  matters. 
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That  the  uniform  courtesy  and  kindly  spirit  which  has  al- 
ways been  characteristic  of  this  honorable  body's  delibera- 
tions, will  prevail  at  this  session  of  the  Senate,  I  have  no 
doubt. 

For  myseK,  Senators,  I  ask  your  kind  indulgence  for  what- 
ever may  appear  faulty  in  the  discharge  of  my  duty  as  your 
presiding  officer,  and  your  hearty  co-operation  in  speedily 
completing  the  business  of  the  session. 

Undertaking  the  work  of  the  days  before  us  in  a  broad  and 
liberal  spirit,  as  duty,  viewed  in  the  interests  of  all  the  peo- 
ple, at  the  conclusion  of  our  labors  I  am  sure  we  will  receive 
just  commendation.  Mindful,  therefore,  of  the  high  office  to 
"which  we  have  been  chosen,  and  the  important  duties  we  are 
about  to  assume,  may  we  so  faithfully  and  justly  discharge 
our  obligations,  as  will  bring  increased  good  and  honor  to  the 
Commonwealth,  and  the  results  of  your  deliberations  be  re- 
corded as  conclusions  of  great  value  to  all  the  people  of  the 
State. 

The  oath  of  office  was  then  administered  to  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  by  the  Hon.  David  Torrance,  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Errors  of  the  State  of  Connecticut 

The  committee  appointed  to  wait  on  the  Governor,  Secre- 
tary, Treasurer,  and  Comptroller  (Senate  Resolutions  No.  16 
and  18),  reported  that  they  had  performed  their  duties,  and 
were  discharged. 

Senator  Walsh  of  the  Twelfth  District  moved  that  a  com- 
mittee be  appointed  to  notify  the  House  that  the  Senate  is 
ready  to  meet  the  House  in  Joint  Convention. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Walsh  of  the  Twelfth  District,  Sena- 
tors Cook  of  the  Fourth  District  and  Snell  of  the  Twenty- 
firstDistrict  were  appointed  as  such  committee. 

A  committee  from  the  House  appeared  in  the  Senate  Cham- 
ber, and  invited  the  Senate  to  meet  the  House  in  Joint  Con-  ' 
vention  for  the  purpose  of  inaugurating  the  Governor-elect. 
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On  motion  of  Senator  Walsh  of  the  Twelfth  District,  the 
Senate  took  a  recess  until  the  close  of  the  inaugural  cere- 
monies. 

THE  JOINT  CONVENTION. 

The  Senate,  preceded  by  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Gk>v- 
emor,  the  Chaplain,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  thereupon 
proceeded  to  the  Representatives'  Hall,  and  met  the  House 
in  Joint  Convention. 

After  the  dissolution  of  the  Convention,  and  the  return  of 
the  Senate  to  the  Senate  Chamber,  the  President  of  the  Senate 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  read  by  the  Clerk : 

Senators:  The  Joint  Rules  make  it  my  duty  to  report  to 
you  the  proceedings  of  the  Joint  Convention. 

Upon  the  invitation  of  the  House,  the  Senate  met  the 
House  in  convention  for  the  purpose  of  inaugurating  the 
Governor-elect,  and  to  receive  any  communication  he  might 
choose  to  make.  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor  pre- 
sided over  the  convention.  The  Clerk  of  the  Senate  and  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  were  the  Secretaries  of  the  Convention. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  G^eorge  W.  Phillips  of  New 
Haven,  Chaplain  of  the  Senate. 

Senator  Wilcox  of  the  Second  District  offered  a  resolution 
raising  a  committee  of  one  Senator  and  two  Representatives 
to  inform  the  Governor-elect  that  the  Senate  and  the  House 
of  Representatives  were  in  Convention  for  the  purpose  of  his 
inauguration  and  to  receive  any  communications  he  might 
choose  to  make. 

The  resolution  was  passed,  and  Senator  Wilcox  of  the  Sec- 
ond District,  and  Messrs.  Bicknell  of  Meriden  and  Staub  of 
New  Milford  were  appointed  such  committee. 

The  committee  soon  reported  that  they  had  discharged 
the  duty  assigned  them,  and  had  been  informed  that  the 
Governor-elect  would  soon  come  into  the  Convention. 

The  Governor-elect  thereupon  appeared  in  the  hall  with 
the  other  executive  officers  elect. 
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The  oath  of  office  was  administered  to  the  Qovernor-elect 
by  the  Hon.  David  Torrance,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Errors  of  the  State  of  Connecticut. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  read  to  the  Convention  his 
message,  a  copy  of  which  he  left  in  my  hands  for  the  use  of 
the  General  Assembly. 

The  oath  of  office  was  administered  to  the  other  State 
officers  elect  by  the  Hon.  David  Torrance,  Chief  Justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Errors  of  the  State  of  Connecticut. 

Upon  its  conclusion  all  of  the  executive  officers  retired 
from  the  hall. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Gates  of  the  Seventeenth  District 
it  was  voted  that  the  Convention  be  dissolved. 

The  President  thereupon  dissolved  the  Convention,  and 
the  Senate  withdrew.

IT  is  my  gratifying  privilege  to  welcome  you  to 
this  place  of  assembly  dedicated  by  our  State 
for  the  use  of  its  legislators  in  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  imposed  upon  them.  By  the  will 
of  the  people,  an  important  trust  has  been  com- 
mitted to  you,  and  in  accepting  that  trust,  you  are 
confronted  with  responsibilities  which  demand  seri- 
ous and  deliberate  attention. 

I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  honor  conferred  upon 
me  by  the  people  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  it 
will  be  my  endeavor  to  discharge,  with  fidelity,  the 
duties  of  the  high  office  to  which  I  am  called. 

We  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  we  are 
serving  the  people,  and  our  endeavor  should  be  to 
render  such  service  as  will  reflect  credit  upon  the 
good  old  State  of  Connecticut  we  love  so  well  and 
which  has  honored  us  in  so  signal  a  manner.  Your 
duty  is  to  enact  the  laws ;  that  of  the  Executive,  to 
execute  them.  Therefore  it  will  not  be  the  purpose 
of  the  Executive  to  recommend  at  length,  but  rather 
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to  suggest  such  action  on  your  part  as  he  may  in 
his  judgment  deem  of  special  importance. 

The  opportunity  to  introduce  measures  for  your 
consideration  will  not  be  neglected,  and  you  will 
have  much  labor  to  perform  in  determining  your 
action  upon  them.  In  a  careful  analysis,  personal 
interest,  and  it  might  be  said  selfish  motives,  may 
be  discovered  in  many  of  the  bills  offered. 

Connecticut  is  a  State  of  which  we  are  all  proud. 
Its  foundation  was  laid  by  men  whose  memories  we 
cherish.  From  them  we  have  received  a  legacy  such 
as  no  other  people  has  inherited,  and  it  is  our 
duty  to  guard  it  well,  that  we  may  transmit  to  our 
children  our  own  goodly  heritage. 

We  have  great  reason  to  be  thankful  for  the 
abundant  prosperity  which  prevails  not  alone  within 
our  own  borders,  but  throughout  this  great  country. 
Let  us  therefore  rejoice  and  give  thanks  to  the 
Almighty  Ruler  of  the  Universe  for  the  great  bless- 
ings which  He  has  bestowed  upon  this  State  and 
Nation. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  General 
Assembly,  our  country  has  been  called  upon  to  pass 
through  a  deep  sorrow  in  the  untimely  death  of  a 
great  and  beloved  ruler,  William  McKinley.  "  The 
deep  damnation  of  his  taking  off"  by  the  bullet  of 
an  assassin,  plunged  the  country  into  overwhelming 
grief  and  aroused  the  righteous  anger  of  the  entire 
nation. 

The  people  loved  William  McKinley  not  alone 
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as  President,  but  as  a  wise  and  good  man.  We 
take  a  just  pride  in  the  fact  that,  in  passing 
through  the  great  trial,  at  no  time  did  our  govern- 
ment give  any  evidence  of  instability  ;  it  was  a  criti- 
cal period,  full  of  danger,  and  if  legislation  can  be 
devised  that  will  provide  needed  protection  to  men 
in  high  official  position,  it  is  your  plain  and  impera- 
tive duty  to  enact  it. 

Representation  in  the  General  Assembly. 

Conditions  have  greatly  changed  since  the  writ- 
ten constitution  of  Connecticut  was  adopted.  Its 
plan  of  representation  was  not  entirely  satisfactory, 
but  it  gave  to  the  people  of  each  town  a  representa- 
tion sufficient  for  their  needs.  Under  it  our  State 
has  grown  and  prospered  and  the  rights  of  the  people 
have  been  secure;  but  with  the  large  increase  of 
population  in  a  few  towns,  and  the  concentration  of 
more  than  one-half  the  population  of  the  State  in 
eleven  of  these,  there  has  been  presented  a  problem 
the  solution  of  which  has  received  the  earnest  atten- 
tion of  many  thoughtful  and  patriotic  citizens  who 
earnestly  desire  what  is  right  and  what  is  best  for 
the  people  of  this  State. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives it  is  best  for  all  the  people  of  Connecticut 
that  the  people  of  each  town  shall  forever  have  one 
representative,  but  it  is  also  best  for  all  our  people 
that  the  people  of  every  town  shall  have  a  repre- 
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sentation  sufficient  in  number  to  carefully  and  intel- 
ligently attend  to  every  matter  of  legislation  in  which 
the  people  of  such  town  are  interested. 

While  one  intelligent  representative  will  be  suf- 
ficient for  many  towns,  the  large  towns  need  and  are 
justly  entitled  to  more.  Governor  McLean,  in  his 
message  to  the  last  General  Assembly,  clearly 
pointed  out  the  justice  and  the  necessity  of  a 
change.  That  body  took  up  the  question  and 
finally  decided  to  refer  to  the  people  a  proposition 
to  call  a  Constitutional  Convention,  whose  duty  it 
should  be  to  frame  and  submit  to  the  people  a  new 
form  of  Constitution  for  their  action.  The  people 
voted  that  such  convention  should  be  held,  and  on 
January  i,  1902,  there  assembled  in  this  hall  one 
hundred  and  sixty-eight  delegates.  In  my  judg- 
ment,  there  has  never  been  assembled  in  this  State 
an  abler,  more  conscientious,  and  more  patriotic 
body  of  representative  Connecticut  citizens.  The 
discussions  in  town  meetings,  in  the  public  press  and 
upon  the  platform,  and  the  debates  in  that  body, 
have  given  to  the*  people  of  this  State  an  education 
upon  the  organization  and  development  of  their 
State  government,  the  rights  of  towns  and  indi- 
viduals, which  they  would  not  otherwise  have  ob- 
tained, the  value  of  which  cannot  be  estimated. 

The  form  of  Constitution  submitted  to  the  people 
by   that   Constitutional   Convention   was    rejected 
doubtless   because   its  plan    of   representation   was 
unsatisfactory. 
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In  my  opinion,,  it  is  your  duty  to  give  early  con- 
sideration to  this  subject  and  faithfully  try  to  agree 
upon  a  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
which  shall  provide  for  at  least  one  representative 
from  each  town  and  that  the  large  population  in  the 
more  populous  towns  shall  have  a  representation 
larger  than  they  now  have  and  large  enough  to 
secure  proper  attention  to,  and  exercise  proper  in- 
fluence upon,  all  matters  of  legislation  in  which  they 
are  interested. 

An  amendment  providing  that  the  people  of  each 
town  whose  population  was  less  than  five  thousand 
might  send  one  representative,  and  that  the  people 
of  those  towns  the  population  of  which  was  from  five 
thousand  to  twenty-five  thousand  might  send  two 
representatives,  and  that  the  people  of  those  towns 
whose  population  was  from  twenty-five  thousand  to 
fifty  thousand  might  send  three  representatives,  and 
that  the  people  of  those  towns  the  population  of 
which  was  from  fifty  thousand  to  seventy-five  thou- 
sand might  send  four  representatives,  and  that  the 
same  ratio  of  population  be  observed  as  to  additional 
representation  from  larger  towns,  would,  it  seems  to 
me,  be  a  plan  of  representation  which  would  safe- 
guard the  interests  of  all  towns  and  provide  sufficient 
representation  for  the  people  of  each  town. 

The  people  of  the  State  adopted  in  1901  by  an 
impressive  majority  the  constitutional  amendment 
which  provides  for  a  readjustment  of  senatorial  dis- 
tricts, and  an  enlargement  of  their  number.     It  is 
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your  immediate  duty  to  carry  into  effect  this  man- 
date of  the  people,  and  to  create  senatorial'  districts 
as  nearly  equal  as  may  be  in  population  to  such 
number  as  will  best  satisfy  the  public  demand^  and 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  amendment  with 
respect  to  county  lines. 


Revision    of   or    Amendment   to   Consti- 
tution. 

The  Constitution  itself  provides  a  safe  and  I 
think  the  best  plan  for  making  revision  of,  or  amend- 
ment to,  organic  law. 


Finance. 

,  It  is  my  duty  to  inform  you  as  to  the  financial 
condition  of  our  State. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year  the  amount  of 
bonds  outstanding  was  one  million  six  hundred  sixty 
three  thousand  one  hundred  dollars  ($1,663,100), 
from  which  should  be  deducted  the  civil  list  funds 
in  the  treasury,  leaving  one  million  ninety-one 
thousand  four  hundred  and  two  dollars  and  ten 
cents  ($1,091,402.10)  as  the  net  debt  of  the  State. 

For  five  years  past  the  Treasurer  has  shown  a 
surplus  on  the  year's  business  in  his  reports,  and  for 
the  last  fiscal  year  this  betterment  of  the  State's 
condition  was  more  than  six  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars ($600,000).

During  the  last  three  fiscal  years  he  has  bought 
and  retired  one  million  five  hundred  and  seventy 
seven  thousand  dollars  ($1,577,000)  of  Connecticut 
bonds,  and  during  the  present  fiscal  year,  commenc- 
ing in  October,  he  has  made  further  purchases 
amounting  to  three  hundred  and  seventy-five  thou- 
sand dollars  ($375,000).  Perhaps  at  no  previous 
time  in  the  history  of  the  State  has  so  extraordinary 
a  financial  showing  been  made  as  during  the  last 
five  years. 

After  paying  the  bonds  due  the  first  of  January, 
1903,  the  balance  and  the  receipts  for  the  year  will 
probably  not  be  in  excess  of  annual  expenses  and 
necessary  appropriations. 


Tax  Commissioner. 

The  office  of  Tax  Commissioner  was  created  two 
years  ago.  The  report  of  the  Commissioner  should 
receive  your  attention,  as  it  relates  to  an  important 
subject  in  which  the  people  have  ever  taken  a  keen 
interest.  While  the  goal  of  justice  may  never  be 
reached,  we  must  strive  to  attain  that  end,  in  order 
that  the  burden  may  if  possible  be  made  equal,  as  it 
rests  at  present  on  many  of  our  people  who  look 
to  you  for  a  more  equitable  adjustment 

State  Board  of  Charities. 

This  board  has  submitted  an  elaborate  and  care- 
fully  prepared  report   containing  many   important 
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recommendations  concerning  State  paupers,  alms- 
houses, county  homes,  Hospital  for  the  Insane, 
town  hospitals,  blind,  deaf,  dumb,  and  imbecile. 
The  following  recommendations  of  the  board  merit 
your  serious  consideration: 

1st.  That  a  system  of  suspended  sentences 
with  supervision  by  probation  officers,  be  adopted 
for  the  treatment  of  juvenile  offenders. 

2d.  That  all  the  county  jails  be  brought  under 
the  control  of  a  State  Commission  of  Prisons. 

3d.  That  a  State  reformatory  be  established  for 
offenders  between  sixteen  and  thirty  years  of  age. 

4th.  That  a  system  of  district  or  county  alms- 
houses be  legalized  to  take  the  place  of  the  present 
town  almshouses. 

5th.  That  a  new  institution  be  established  for 
the  purpose  of  a  State  almshouse. 

It  is  my  belief  that  the  State  Hospital  for  the 
Insane  at  Middletown,  the  State  Prison  at  Wethers- 
field,  and  the  State  School  for  Boys  at  Meriden 
are  well  conducted.  From  annual  reports  and 
other  sources  of  information,  I  am  satisfied  that  all 
the  interests  and  institutions  of  the  State  under  the 
supervision  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  are 
wisely  managed. 

Judiciary. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  overcrowded 
dockets  of  our  higher  courts  and  the  expense  and 
delay   of   trials   which    result   from   this   condition. 
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The  excessive   expense   for  probation   and   ad- 
ministration of  small  estates  should  be  corrected. 


National  Guard. 

The  National  Guard  of  Connecticut,  in  drill, 
discipline,  and  duty,  has  progressed  from  year  , 
to  year  toward  the  standard  of  the  army  of  the 
United  States.  In  uniform,  armament,  and  equip- 
ment, our  military  force,  in  the  different  branches 
of  the  service,  the  •  infantry,  coast  artillery,  field 
artillery,  machine  gun  bsrttery,  cavalry,  and  signal 
corps,  now  substantially  conforms  to  the  require-  . 
ments  of  the  regular  army,  excepting  as  to  the 
infantry  rifle,  and  the  recently  adopted  uniform 
regulations,  which  have  not  as  yet  gone  fully  into 
effect.  Our  general  system  of  military  discipline 
is  based  upon  that  of  the  army ;  the  articles  of 
war  of  the  United  States,  in  harmony  with 
our  State  law  and  regulations,  are  made  part 
of  our  military  code  and  are  in  force  in  our  admin- 
istration   of    military   affairs. 

Before  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  is  pend- 
ing a  new  national  militia  law,  passed  by  the  House 
of  Representatives,  designed  among  other  things 
to  provide  more  liberal  supplies  by  the  national 
government  of  arms  and  equipment  to  State  troops, 
to  bring  the  State  forces  into  uniformity  with  the 
regular  troops  in  matters  of  organization,  arma- 
ment, and   service,  and  by  encamping  both  forces 
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together,  where  practicable,  to- draw  officers  and  men 
of  both  services  into  closer  touch  and  so  raise  the 
standard  and  efficiency  of  State  troops.  If,  after  the 
passage  of  this  law,  any  legislation  at  your  hands 
shall  be  necessary  to  place  our  State  in  more 
favorable  relations  with  the  national  government 
for  the  promotion  of  our  military  affairs,  it  will  be 
my  pleasure  to  make  known  my  views  and  to  ask 
your  co-operation.  * 

Naval  Militia. 

A  seaboard  state  is  vitally  interested  in  the  con- 
dition or  the  naval  defenses  of  the  country,  and  in 
the  absence  of  any  national  naval  reserve  the 
efficiency  of  the  naval  militia  is  of  serious  import- 
ance. It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Naval 
Battalion  of  Connecticut  maintains  a  high  standard 
in  this  respect.  The  work  of  the  battalion  at  sea 
during  the  summer  of  1902  in  the  joint  manoeuvres 
under  conditions  closely  resembling  actual  hos- 
tilities, was  of  great  value  as  training  and  was 
performed  in  a  manner  creditable  to  the  State  and 
to  the  officers  and  men  of  the  command. 


Soldiers'   Home. 

This  State  should  never  be  wanting  in  generos- 
ity to  the  man  who  saved  the  Union  and  kept  old 
glory  intact.     No  United  States  soldier  in  Connect- 
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icut,  of   honorable  record,  should  be  permitted   to' 
come  to  want.     The  Soldiers'   Home  should  be  a 

home  indeed. 

» 

Education. 

Connecticut  has  an  established  reputation  for 
schools,  and  it  is  to  her  credit  that  she  maintains 
a  high  standard  in  matters  pertaining  to  education. 
Our  splendid  universities  have  given  us  a  world- 
wide renown. 

The  modern  high  school  and  normal  school, 
together  with  our  district  schoolhouses  located  in 
every  town  in  the  State,  bear  witness  to  the  value 
which  our  people  place  upon  education.  Realizing 
the  fact  that  our  free  institutions  depend  so  largely 
upon  the  general  intelligence  of  the  people,  you 
cannot  fail  to  give  a  liberal  support  to  all  our 
^blic  educational  institutions. 

School  Fund. 

The  School  Fund  of  the  State  appears  to  be  in 
a  healthy  condition  and 'shows  careful  and  conserva- 
tive management  by  the  Commissioner  in  charge 
of  the  same.  The  amount  of  the  fund  has  not  only 
been  maintained,  but  has  been  slightly  increased 
during  the  last  few  years. 

The  income  derived  from  it  is  still  a  prominent 
factor  in  supporting  the  common  schools  of  the 
State,  the  amount  of  its  earnings  for  the  last  school 
year  having  been  one  hundred  and  ten    thousand 
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five  hundred  twenty-four  dollars  and  twenty-one 
cents  ($110,524.21)  upon  a  capital  of  two  million 
twenty  thousand  seven  hundred  thirty-two  dollars 
and  ninety-one  cents  ($2,020,732.91). 

Steam  Roads. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  annual  report  of 
the  Railroad  Commissioners,  exhibiting  the  large 
earnings  for  the  year,  gross,  forty-five  million  one 
hundred  twenty-five  thousand  six  hundred  forty- 
eight  dollars  and  seventy  cents  ($45,125,648.70); 
from  passengers,  twenty-one  million  seven  hundred 
twenty-nine  thousand  seven  hundred  thirty-nine  dol- 
lars and  forty-three  cents  ($21,729,739.43);  from 
freight,  twenty-two  million  nine  hundred  forty-two 
thousand  three  hundred  two  dollars  and  seventy-six 
cents  ($22,942,302.76),  balance  from  other  sources. 

The  high  standard  of  efficiency  has  made  it 
possible  for  the  roads  to  care  for  the  immense  and 
increasing  traffic. 

Electric    Roads. 

The  electric  road  is  a  public  convenience  and 
necessity.  Should  the  present  rate  of  construction 
continue,  all  important  points  in  the  State,  within 
a  few  years,  will  be  connected. 

You  will  receive  many  applications  for  new  char- 
ters and  for  amendments  to  old  ones ;  you  should 
carefully  scrutinize  them  and  refuse  all  applications 
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which  are  made  for  speculative  purposes  or  to  pre- 
vent desirable  competition  by  rival  companies. 

In  granting  charters,  safety  as  well  as  public 
convenience  must  be  considered.  The  latest  im- 
provements in  power,  equipment,  and  road  bed, 
make  possible  a  speed  beyond  the  safety  limit. 

State  Highways. 

Every  town  receives  advantage  from  the  im- 
proved roads  constructed  under  State  supervision. 
The  Highway  Commissioners'  report  will  furnish 
you  with  full  details  of  what  has  been  accomplished 
and  its  cost,  and  will  convince  you  of  the  wisdom 
of  the  policy  inaugurated  eight  years  ago. 

The  speed  of  automobiles  and  other  vehicles 
on  public  highways  should  be  limited  by  statute 
law. 

Financial  Institutions. 

You  will  observe  by  a  perusal  of  the  reports  of 
the  Bank  Commissioners,  Building  and  Loan  Com- 
missioner,  and  Insurance  Commissioner,  that  the 
financial  institutions  of  the  State  are  in  a  sound  and 
prosperous  condition.  An  interesting  and  important 
fact  is  that  the  deposits  in  our  savings  banks  amount 
to  two  hundred  and  three  million  five  hundred 
twenty-two  thousand  two  hundred  twenty-five  dol- 
lars and  ninety-eight  cents  ($203,522,225.98),  an  in- 
crease  during    the   past  year    of   ten   million   two 
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hundred  seventy-three  thousand  three  hundred  six- 
teen dollars  and  seventy-five  cents  ($10,273,316.75), 
which  is  substantial  evidence  of  the  prosperity  of 
our  State  and  the  thrift  of  its  people. 

Agriculture. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  agricultural 
interests  of  the  State  are  prosperous  and  that  the 
number  of  abandoned  farms  is  diminishing.  The  use 
of  modern  machinery,  improved  methods,  the  appli- 
cation of  scientific  knowledge,  the  great  markets  of 
the  manufacturing  towns,  the  good  roads  and  the 
trolleys  have  solved  the  problem,  and  the  intelligent 
and  industrious  farmer  is  the  most  independent,  and 
should  be  the  most  contented,  citizen. 

The  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  and  Agri- 
cultural College  are  doing  much  to  enhance  the 
value  of  the  Connecticut  farm,  and  their  reports, 
together  with  the  report  of  the  Dairy  Commissioner 
and  Commission  on  Domestic  Animals,  are  com- 
mended to  your  careful  study. 

Forestry. 

The  last  General  Assembly  passed  an  act,  chs^p- 
ter  175  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1901,  entitled  **  An  Act 
Concerning  the  Reforestization  of  Barren  Laad§," 
and  under  this  act  Walter  Mulford  of  New  Haven 
was    appointed    State    Forester.       Two    thousand 
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dollars  ($2,000)  was  appropriated  for  the  two 
fiscal  years  ending  September  30,  1903,  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  act. 
The  report  of  Walter  Mulford  will  be  laid  before 
this  General  Assembly. 

The  necessity  of  protecting  the  forests  on  ac- 
count of  the  effect  upon  rain-fall,  has  been  demon- 
strated. 

The  forests  of  New  England  have  been  cut  off 
too  rapidly  during  the  last  thirty  years.  Many  of 
our  towns  and  cities  depend  upon  the  small  streams, 
whose  sources  are  in  the  forests  for  an  adequate 
water  supply. 

A  special  committee  of  your  body  should  take  up 
this  subject,  investigate  it  carefully,  and  recommend 
^such  appropriation  as  may  be  necessary  to  protect 
the  water  supplies  of  the  cities,  and  the  agricultural 
interests  of  our  State.  Many  of  our  rivers  have 
their  sources  in  Massachusetts,  Vermont,  and  New 
Hampshire.  It  would  be  well  to  instruct  the  State 
Forester  to  obtain  information  from  those  States 
and  endeavor,  by  concert  of  action,  to  protect  the 
sources  of  our  rivers  against  the  serious  injury 
which  would  certainly  follow  the  destruction  of  the 
forests. 


Fish  and  Game. 

Fish  culture  and  shell  fisheries  are  among  the 
important  interests  of  our  State,  and  any  legislation 
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which  tends  to  increase  the  product  to  the  mutual 
benefit  of  producer  and  consumer  should  be  en- 
couraged. 

The  protection  of  game  should  be  secured  by 
judicious  enactments. 

Public  Health. 

No  more  important  subject  can  engage  your 
attention  than  the  protection  and  preservation  of 
the  health  of  the  people.  Each  year  much  time  has 
been  devoted  and  much  money  expended  to  learn 
how  best  to  guard  against  disease  and  contagion. 
The  purity  of  water  supply  for  domestic  purposes, 
proper  systems  of  sewerage,  the  cleanliness  of 
towns  and  cities,  quarantine  against  infectious  dis- 
eases, the  ventilation  and  sanitation  of  schoolhouses 
and  places  where  large  numbers  of  people  are  em- 
ployed, protection  of  workmen  against  accident, 
purity  and  quality  of  food,  cleanliness  of  bakeries, 
and  many  other  items  have,  to  the  great  advantage 
of  the  State,  received  the  attention  of  capable  and 
faithful  officials.  A  perusal  of  reports  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  Dental  Commission,  Pharmacy 
Commission,  the  Sewage  Commission,  and  Factory 
Inspector,  will  advise  you  as  to  what  has  been  ac- 
complished, and  satisfy  you  that  there  is  much  more 
which  you  should  provide  for. 
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Public  Buildings. 

The  business  of  the  State  has  outgrown  the 
capacity  of  the  capitol.  Many  departments  are 
overcrowded,  many  of  the  bureaus  are  without  ade- 
quate accommodations,  and  there  are  not  sufficient 
committee  rooms  for  the  convenient  transaction 
of  legislative  business.  Every  important  depart- 
ment of  the  State  should  here  find  ample  and  con- 
venient accommodation,  and  I  recommend  that  you 
take  measures  to  enlarge  the  present  building  in 
order  to  provide  for  both  the  immediate  and  future 
requirements  of  the  public  business. 


Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition. 

An  International  Exposition  will  be  held  in  the 
year  1904  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  to  commemorate  the 
centennial  of  the  Louisiana  Purchase,  which  added 
to  the  domain  of  the  United  States  of  America 
territory  from  which  have  been  formed  fourteen 
States  and  Territories. 

The  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition  bids  fair  to 
excel  in  every  way  all  expositions  of  like  character 
heretofore  held.  The  President  and  Congress  of 
the  United  States  have  given  it  official  sanction 
and  a  general  appropriation  of  five  million  dollars 
($5,000,000),  (together  with  additional  appropria- 
tions for  government  buildings  and  government 
exhibits)   has  been   made.     All    of   the   important 

8.-4 
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foreign  nations  are  planning  to  construct  govern- 
ment buildings.  Most  of  our  sister  States  have 
already  made  substantial  appropriations  for  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of  State  buildings. 

The  interests  of  Connecticut,  both  civic  and 
commercial,  are  closely  allied  to  the  territory  cov- 
ered by  the  Louisiana  Purchase,  and  it  is  fitting 
that  our  State  be  adequately  represented  at  the 
exposition,  and  to  that  end  I  recommend  that  the 
General  Assembly  appropriate  a  sum  sufficient  to 
erect  and  maintain  a  suitable  State  building,  and 
for  such  exhibits  and  representation  as  may  be 
deemed  best. 


Public  Records. 

The  preservation  of  [the  Public  Records  of  our 
State  and  its.  several  towns  demands  your  attention. 
While  much  has  been  done  by  the  State  Library, 
and  other  State  departments,  and  by  some  of  the 
towns  and  churches  in  the  way  of  indexing,  rebind- 
ing  and  preserving  their  records  and  providing  for 
their  safety,  there  yet  remain  many  records  of  price- 
less value  in  broken  bindings  and  unindexed,  and 
many  which,  being  stored  in  poor  vaults,  or  in 
safes  that  are  not  safe,  are  exposed  not  only  to  the 
accident  of  fire,  but  to  the  certainty  of  mildew  and 
decay.  These  records  are  not  the  property  of  Con- 
necticut alone.  They  are  held  in  trust  by  her  for 
the  benefit  of  her  sons  and  daughters  now  and  yet

to  be.  "A  public  record  is  a  public  trust."  An 
intelligent  official  supervisio^i  would  do  much 
toward  Correcting  existing  conditions  by  encourag- 
ing faithful  officials  and  stimulating  greater  interest 
in  those  who  are  now  indifferent. 


Economics. 

Every  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of 
Connecticut,  and  any  corporation  doing  business 
within  this  State,  should  be  required  to  file  annually 
w^ith  the  Secretary  of  State,  a  sworn  statement 
which  shall  enable  the  public  and  interested  parties 
to  obtain  all  proper  information  concerning  them. 

No  law  should  have  or  find  a  place  upon  the 
statue  books  of  the  State  which  permits  the  crea- 
tion of  stock,  bonds,  or  other  forms  of  securities, 
except  they  represent  cash  or  full  cash  value. 

Charter  privileges  sought  for  speculative  pur- 
poses or  to  evade  the  wholesome  requirements  of  our 
statutes,  and  to  legalize  unbusinesslike  methods  and 
questionable  schemes,  should  under  no  conditions 
be  granted. 

The  people  are  entitled  to  the  advantages  which 
result  from  competition  in  business.  Combinations 
of  men  or  corporations  to  secure  unfair  prices  for 
the  necessaries  of  life  should  not  be  tolerated. 

The  policy  of  the  State  should  be  to  encourage 
and  protect  all  legitimate  business,  enterprises  which 
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will   furnish  our   people  with  a  market  for   labor. 

Capital  and  labor  being  absolutely  necessary  to  each 

other  must  associate  to  obtain   reward.     It  is  im- 
portant that  so  far  as  practicable  you  legislate  for 

their  mutual  benefit. 


Conclusion. 

Meeting  as  we  do  today,  free  from  partisan 
feeling  and  with  the  single  purpose  of  acting  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  people  of  this  Commonwealth, 
you  should  endeavor  to  distinguish  and  make  mem- 
orable your  session  by  earnest  and  prompt  attention 
to  the  business  which  may  be  offered  for  your  con-  * 
sideration.  A  short  session  would  attract  much 
attention  as  a  novelty,  at  least  in  legislative  history. 
While  haste  can  hardly  be  recommended,  you  will 
make  no  mistake  in  doing  a  full  day's  work,  thus 
saving  time  and  shortening  your  sojourn  at  the 
Capitol.  It  is  my  duty  and  wi\\  be  my  pleasure  to 
co-operate  with  you  as  occasion  may  require.  With 
best  wishes  for  a  brief  and  successful  legislative 
term,  as  well  as  for  your  personal  happiness,  my 
message  is  closed.

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RULES  TO  REGULATE 
THE  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  SENATE 

OF  OONNEOTIOUT. 


llesolvedy  That  the  Eules  aid  Orders  following  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  adopted  as  the  standing  Kules  and  Orders  of  the 
Senate,  and  they  shall  be  read  at  the  commencement  of  each 
session  of  the  General  Assembly  by  the  Clerk. 

1st.  The  President  shall  take  the  Chair  every  day  at  the 
hour  to  which  the  Senate  shall  have  adjourned.  He  shall  im- 
mediately call  the  Senate  to  order,  and  after  prayer,  if'  a 
quorum  be  present,  proceed  to  business.  In  case  the  Presi- 
dent, or,  in  his  absence,  the  President  pro  tempore,  wishes  to 
leave  the  chair  from  indisposition  or  other  cause,  he  may 
designate  a  Senator  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  one  day  at  one  time. 

2d.  The  President  shall  preserve  order,  and  decide  ques- 
tions of  order  without  debate,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Sen- 
ate. He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 
The  question  first  moved  and  seconded  shall  be  the  first  put, 
and  in  all  cases  the  sense  of  the  Senate  shall  be  taken  upon  the 
largest  number  or  sum,  and  the  longest  time  proposed. 

3d.  Xo  member  shall  in  any  way  interrupt  the  business 
of  the  Senate  while  the  Journal  or  public  papers  are  in  read- 
ing, nor  when  any  member  is  speaking  in  debate,  nor  while 
the  President  is  putting  the  question. 

4th.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  Senate,  he  shall  rise  and  respectfully 
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address  "  Mr.  President ";  if  two  or  more  rise  at  once,  the 
President  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

5th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  upon  the 
same  question,  without  leave  of  the  Senate,  unless  to  explain. 

6th.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Senate,  no  motion 
shall  be  received  but  to  adjourn,  table,  postpone  indefinitely, 
postpone  to  a  certain  date,  commit,  amend;  which  several 
motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand 
arranged,  and  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  always  be  in 
order,  and  be  decided  without  debate. 

7th.  If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  points,  any 
member  mav  have  the  same  divided. 

8th.  When  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  for  by  one- 
fifth  of  the  members  present,  each  member  called  upon  shall 
(unless  by  special  reason  he  be  excused  by  the  Senate)  declare 
openly  his  assent  or  dissent  to  the  question. 

9th.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be 
stated  to  the  Senate  by  the  President,  before  any  debate  be 
had  thereon;  but  every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing, 
if  the  President  so  direct,  or  any  member  desire  it. 

10th.  Every  bill  and  joint  resolution  shall  be  introduced 
by  a  motion  for  leave,  or  by  order  of  the  Senate,  or  the  report 
of  a  committee,  and  every  bill  for  a  public  act  and  every  joint 
resolution  shall  receive  three  several  readings  in  the  Senate, 
previously  to  its  being  passed  into  an  act.  And  no  such  bill 
or  joint  resolution  shall  be  read  twice  on  the  same  day  without 
the  order  of  the  Senate,  except  bills  or  joint  resolutions  origi- 
nating  with  any  committee  or  reported  by  a  committee  as  sub- 
stitutes, which  may  receive  the  first  and  second  readings  on 
the  same  day.  And  the  President  shall  not  state  the  same 
to  the  Senate  for  debate  until  the  second  reading. 

11th.  A  committee  of  three  shall,  within  the  first  two 
days  of  each  session,  be  appointed  to  take  into  consideration 
all  contested  elections  of  members  of  the  Senate,  and  to  report 
the  facts  in  issue,  together  with  their  opinion  thereon. 
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12tli.  Committees  of  Conference  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Senate. 

13th.  All  other  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  resolu- 
tion by  the  Senate,  unless  the  Senate  shall  otherwise  order. 

14th.  When  a  motion  has  been  stated  by  the  President 
or  read  by  the  Clerk,  it  shall  be  considered  to  be  in  pos- 
session of  the  Senate,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time 
before  decision  or  amendment;  but  not  after  amendment, 
unless  the  Senate  give  leave. 

15  th.  No  member  who  is  interested  in  the  decision  of  any 
question  in  such  manner  that  he  cannot  vote  may  stay  in  the 
Senate  when  such  question  is  discussed  or  decided;  provided^ 
however,  that  this  rule  shall  not  extend  to  the  sitting  mem- 
bers in  contested  elections. 

16th.  When  any  member  shall  request  a  Committee  of 
Conference  on  different  votes  of  the  two  houses  of  Assem- 
Uy,  a  committee  consisting  of  one  member,  who  was  in 
the  vote  of  the  Senate,  shall  be  appointed;  and  if  any  mem- 
ber who  was  not  in  such  vote  shall  be  nominated,  he  shall 
notify  the  Senate. 

I7th.  When  the  Senate  has  voted  to  appoint  a  committee 
to  prepare  a  bill,  or  resolve  upon  any  subject,  no  person  shall 
be  on  such  committee  who  was  opposed  to  the  vote  of  the 
Senate. 

18th.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  shall 
transgress  the  rules  of  the  Senate,  the  President  shall,  and 
any  member  may,  call  him  to  order,  and  if  speaking,  he  shall 
sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain;  the  Senate,  if  appealed 
to,  shall  decide  the  question  without  debate. 

19th.  When  a  question  shall  have  been  once  decided,  it 
shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority  to  move  for 
a  reconsideration  thereof,  on  the  day  of  the  vote,  or  on  the 
next  succeeding  session  day;  provided  there  has  been  no  inter- 
vening action  on  the  same  matter  in  the  House;  and  further 
provided  that  there  shall  be  no  reconsideration  of  the  vote 
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upon  either  of  the  following  motions,  to  adjourn  or  to  recon- 
sider, and  no  question  shall  be  twice  reconsidered.  A  vote 
simply  of  reference  to  a  committee  can  be  reconsidered  only 
on  the  day  of  the  vote. 

20th.  Before  any  petition  or  memorial  address  to  the  Sen- 
ate shall  be  received  and  read  at  the  table,  whether  the  same 
shall  be  introduced  by  the  President  or  a  member,  a  brief 
statement  of  the  contents  or  object  of  the  petition  or  memo- 
rial shall  be  verbally  made  by  the  introducer. 

21st.  All  questions  shall  be  put  by  the  President  of  the 
Senate,  and  all  Senators  shall  signify  their  assent  or  dissent  by 
answering,  viva  vocBj  aye  or  no.  And  whenever  the  vote  shall 
be  doubted  or  questioned  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  mem- 
bers rising,  and  in  all  cases  the  ayes  shall  be  first  called. 

22d.  Every  resolution  or  bill  granting  money  from  the 
treasury  of  the  State  shall,  before  its  final  passage,  receive 
three  several  readings,  only  one  of  which  shall  be  on  the  same 
day,  except  bills  or  resolutions  originating  with  any  commit- 
tee or  reported  by  a  committee  as  substitutes,  which  may  re- 
ceive the  first  and  second  readings  on  the  same  day. 

23d.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  calendar, 
on  which  he  shall  enter  daily  all  bills  and  joint  resolutions 
received  from  the  House  of  Representatives  for  the  action  of 
the  Senate,  except  the  bills  and  joint  resolutions  which  have 
not  been  referred  by  the  Senate  to  any  committee,  and  all  bills 
and  joint  resolutions  reportect  to  the  Senate  from  any  com- 
mittee; and  these  shall  be  entered  on  the  calendar  in  the  order 
in  'which  they  are  reported;  and  no  bill  or  joint  resolution 
received  from  the  House  of  Representatives  or  reported  from 
a  committee  shall  be  considered  and  acted  upon  until  it  is 
reached  in  its  regular  order  on  the  calendar,  and  all  bills  and 
resolutions  shall  remain  upon  the  calendar  one  day  before  the 
same  shall  be  starred  for  action. 

All  bills  and  joint  resolutions  shall  be  entitled  to  be  con- 
sidered and  acted  upon  when  reached  in  their  regular  order 
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on  the  calendar,  and  any  bill  or  joint  resolution  not  considered 
and  acted  upon  in  its  regular  order  shall  be  placed  at  the  foot 
of  the  calendar,  unless  the  consideration  of  the  same  be  by 
majority  of  the  Senators  present  made  the  order  of  the  day 
for  some  specified  day  named  in  the  resolution. 

24th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  to 
keep  a  record  of  all  petitions,  resolutions,  joint  resolutions, 
and  bills  for  public  acts  which  are  presented  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Senate;  and  said  record  shall  be  so  kept  as  to  show 
by  one  and  a  single  reference  thereto  the  action  of  the  Senate 
on  any  specified  petition,  resolution,  joint  resolution,  or  bill 
for  a  public  act,  up  to  the  time  of  ^uch  reference. 

25th.  On  or  before  the  third  day  of  every  stated  session 
of  the  General  Assembly,  there  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Senate  a  committee  on  Senate  Appointments,  consisting  of 
three  Senators,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  Senate  Resolu- 
tions making  appointments  as  commissioners,  trustees,  or 
directors  of  public  or  quasi-public  institutions,  and  required  to 
be  made  by  the  Senate,  and  who  shall  report  their  opinion 
thereon. 
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JOINT  RULES 

OF  THB 

SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES 

OP  CONNECTICUT. 


I.  Immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  Senate  and 
Houbo  of  Kepresentatives,  at  the  commencement  of  every 
stated  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  Joint  Committee, 
consisting  of  three  Senators  and  eight  Representatives,  shall 
be  appointed  to  examine  the  returns  and  canvass  of  votes 
given  by  the  electors  for  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor, 
Treasurer,  Secretary,  Comptroller  of  Public  Accounts,  and 
Attorney-General,  and  to  report  the  names  of  the  persons 
whom  they  shall  find  elected  to  those  offices  respectively. 
After  this  report  shall  have  been  accepted,  a  Joint  Commit- 
tee, consisting  of  one  Senator  and  two  Representatives,  shall 
be  appointed  to  inform  the  Governor  personally  of  his  elec- 
tion and  of  the  organization  of  the  two  Houses,  and  their 
readiness  to  receive  his  communications. 

II.  On  or  before  the  third  day  of  every  stated  session  of 
the  General  Assembly  there  shall  be  appointed  twenty-four 
Joint  Standing  Committees,  each  of  which  shall  consist  of 
one  Senator  and  eight  Representatives,  except  the  Committee 
on  Engrossed  Bills,  which  shall  consist  of  two  Senators  and 
two  Representatives,  one  from  the  majority  and  one  from  the 
minority  in  each  House. 

Ist  A  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  who  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  such  matters  touching  public  or  private  acts 
and  judicial  proceedings  as  shall  be  referred  to  them,  and  re* 
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port  their  opinion  thereof,  together  with  such  propositions 
relative  thereto  as  to  them  shall  seem  expedient. 

2d.  A  Committee  on  the  School  Fund,  who  shall  inquire 
into  and  report  the  actual  state  of  the  school  fund,  the  amount, 
value,  and  condition  of  its  securities,  and  recommend  such 
measures  as  they  shall  deem  best  adapted  to  secure  its  im- 
provement and  permanent  safety. 

3d.  A  Committee  on  Banks,  who  shall  take  into  considera- 
tion all  such  matters  relative  to  banks,  savings  banks,  and 
savings  and  building  associations  as  may  be  referred  to  them, 
and  report  the  facts,  with  their  opinion  thereon. 

4th.  A  Committe^on  the  State  Prison,  who  shall  examine 
the  annual  reports  of  the  directors  and  officers  in  charge  of 
the  State  Prison,  the  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures  pf 
the  institution,  together  with  such  other  matters  as  shall  be 
referred  to  them  by  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly. 
And  they  may  recommend  such  measures  for  the  regulation 
and  management  of  the  Prison  as  they  shall  deem  expedient. 

5th.  A  Committee  on  New  Towns  and  Probate  Districts, 
who  shall  take  into  consideration  all  matters  relating  to  the 
incorporation  of  new  towns,  the  alteration  of  town  lines,  and 
the  formation  of  probate  districts  which  shall  be  referred  to 
them,  and  report  their  opinion  thereon,  together  with  the  facts 
upon  which  such  opinion  is  foimded. 

6th.  A  Committee  on  Eoads,  Bridges,  and  Eivers,  who 
shall  take  into  consideration  all  such  matters  relative  to  roads, 
bridges,  and  rivers,  as  shall  be  referred  to  them,  and  report 
the  facts,  with  their  opinion  thereon. 

7th.  A  Committee  on  Incorporations,  who  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  matters  relative  to  private  corporations,  for 
which  there  may  be  no  other  appropriate  committee,  and  re- 
port their  opinion  thereon,  with  the  facts  on  which  the  same  is 
founded. 

8th.  A  Committee  on  Claims,  who  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  claims  and  demands  upon  the  State  which  may 
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be  referred  to  them,  and  report  their  opinion  thereon,  with 
the  facts  on  which  the  same  is  founded. 

9th.  A  Committee  on  Education,  who  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  such  matters  relating  to  the  subject  of  common 
school  education  as  shall  be  referred  to  them,  and  recommend 
such  measures  touching  the  same  as  they  shall  deem  expe- 
dient. 

10th.  A  Committee  on  the  Sale  of  Lands,  who  shall  take 
into  consideration  all  applications  for  the  sale  of  lands  which 
shall  be  referred  to  them,  and  report  the  facts  with  their 
opinion  thereon. 

11th.  A  Committee  on  Finance,  who  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration the  financial  concerns  of  the  State,  and  inqiure  into 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  government,  the  invest- 
ment of  the  public  funds  (the  school  fund  excepted),  the  sys- 
tem of  assessment  and  taxation  provided  by  existing  laws, 
and  all  other  matters  aflFecting  the  revenues  of  the  State;  and 
report  such  measures  touching  the  same  as  they  may  deem 
expedient. 

12th.  A  Committee  on  Railroads,  who  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  matters  relating  to  steam,  electric,  and  cable 
railroads  and  railroad  companies  which  may  be  referred  to 
them,  and  report  the  facts  with  their  opinion  thereon. 

13th.  A  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  who  shall  ex- 
amine all  military  returns,  and  take  into  consideration  all  mat- 
ters relating  to  the  militia  of  this  State  which  may  be  referred 
to  them,  and  report  thereon  with  their  opinion  touching  the 
same. 

14th.  A  Committee  on  Agriculture,  who  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  such  matters  relating  to  agriculture  as  may 
be  referred  to  them,  and  report  thereon  with  their  opinion 
touching  the  same. 

15tfa.  A  Committee  on  Humane  Institutions,  who  shall 
take  into  consideration  all  such  matters  relating  to  the  benevo- 
lent institutiond  under  the  care  or  supervision  of  the  State 
a— 5 
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as  may  be  referred  to  them,  and  report  thereon  with  their 
opinion  touching  the  same. 

16th.  A  Committee  on  Cities  and  Boroughs,  who  shall 
take  into  consideration  all  such  matters  relating  to  cities  and 
boroughs  as  may  be  referreH  to  them,  and  report  the  facts  and 
their  opinion  thereon. 

I7th.  A  Committee  on  Fisheries  and  Game,  who  shall 
take  into  consideration  all  such  matters  relating  to  fisheries 
and  game  as  may  be  referred  to  them,  and  report  the  facts 
and  their  opinion  thereon  in  the  matter. 

18th.  A  Committee  on  Insurance,  who  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  matters  relating  to  insurance  that  may  be  re- 
ferred to  them,  and  report  the  facts  and  their  opinion  thereon. 

19th.  A  Conmiittee  on  Manufactures,  who  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  matters  relating  to  manufactures  that  may  be 
referred  to  them,  and  report  their  opinion  thereon. 

'20th.  A  Committee  on  Appropriations,  who  shall  take 
into  consideration  and  carefully  investigate  all  estimates  of 
State  expenditures,  and  all  bills  and  resolutions  appropriating 
money  from  the  State  Treasury  which  shall  be  submitted  to 
them,  and  shall  from  time  to  time  report  such  appropriation 
bills  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  different 
departments  of  the  State  Government,  and  providing  for  such 
institutions  and  persons  as  may  properly  receive  State  isdd 
under  existing  laws,  for  one, year  from  the  following  thirtieth 
of  June,  and  also  shall  have  power  to  originate  and  report  bills 
whenever  such  bills  shall  be  in  the  interest  of  economy. 

21st.  A  Committee  on  Labor,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
the  report  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  statistics  and  other  matters 
relating  to  the  special  interests  of  Labor. 

22d.  A  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  whose  duty  it  shaU 
be  to  supervise  the  engrossing  of  bills  and  resolutions  finally 
passed  by  both  Houses;  and  no  engrossed  copy  of  any  bill  for  a 
public  act,  or  of  any  joint  resolution  for  a  special  act,  shall  be 
certified  by  the  officers  of  either  House  as  having  been  passed 
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until  it  has  been  verified  by  the  signature  of  the  Engrossing 
Clerk. 

23d.     A  Committee  on  Temperance,  who  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  such  matters  relating  to  licensing  and  regu- 
lating the  sale  of  spirituous  and  intoxicating  liquors  as  may  be 
referred  to  them,  and  report  thereon  with  their  opinion  touch-  ^ 
ing  the  same. 

24th.  A  Committee  on  Forfeited  Bights,  who  shall  take 
into  consideration  such  applications  as  may  be  referred  to 
them  for  the  restoration  of  the  privileges  of  electors  to  those 
who  may  have  forfeited  the  same  by  a  conviction  of  crime, 
and  report  the  facts  with  their  opinion  thereon. 

m.  In  all  meetings  of  Joint  Committees  the  Senator 
shall  preside.  All  questions  of  order  and  other  proceedings, 
and  questions  relative  to  evidence,  shall  be  determined  by  a 
majority  of  votes. 

IV.  All  Committees  of  Conference,  on  disagreeing  votes 
of  the  two  Houses  of  Assembly,  shall  consist  of  one  Senator 
and  two  Kepresentatives,  who  were  in  the  major  vote  of  their 
respective  Houses.  The  Committee  of  the  House  making  the 
grant  or  appointment,  or  passing  the  bill,  resolution,  or 
amendment  disagreed  to,  shall  state  their  reasons,  to  be 
reported  to  the  other  House.  And  neither  House  shall  re- 
quest the  other  twice  to  confer  on  the  same  point  of  disagree- 
ment. 

V.  Whenever  each  House  shall  have  adhered  to  its  vote 
of  disagreement,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  considered  as 
lost 

VI.  Every  message  sent  from  one  House  to  the  other 
ahBiQ  be  announced  at  the  door,  and  shall  be  respectfully  com- 
mimicated  to  the  Chair  by  the  person  by  whom  it  may  be 
sent 

VH.  Whenever  a  bill  shall  have  passed  both  Houses  of 
the  Assembly  and  shall  have  been  transmitted  to  the  Gover- 
nor for  his  approbation,  if  either  House  desire  its  return  for 
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further  consideration,  such  desire  shall  be  communicated  by 
message  to  the  other  House,  and  a  Joint  Committee  of  one 
Senator  and  two  Representatives  shall  then  be  sent  to  the 
Governor  to  request  him  to  return  the  bill.  If  the  Governor 
consent,  the  bill  shall  be  returned  first  to  that  House  in  which 
the  motion  for  its  return  originated,  and  the  bill  may  then  bo 
altered  or  totally  rejected  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  the  two 
Hcmses;  but  if  not  altered  or  rejected  by  such  concurrent  vote, 
it  ^luill  be  again  transmitted  to  the  Governor  in  the  same  form 
in  whicli  it  w^s  first  presented  to  him. 

VIII.  Whenever  the  public  business  may  require  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  to  meet  in  Convention, 
either  House  may  send  its  message  to  the  other,  requesting 
such  C'onveiition,  and  specifying  the  object.  At  the  time 
designated,  the  Senate,  with  their  President  and  Clerk,  may 
proceed  to  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  where 
suitable  acconimodations  will  be  provided.  The  President  of 
the  Senate  shall,  ex  officio,  preside  in  said  Convention,  and  the 
proceedings  thereof  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journals  of  the 
two  Houses. 

When  the  Convention  shall  have  been  dissolved,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives shall  make  reports  to  their  respective  Houses  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Convention. 

IX.  All  bills  for  public  acts  which  shall  have  been 
passed  by  both  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  engrossed, 
and  signed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
and  President  of  the  Senate,  and  all  bills  for  private  acts  and 
joint  resolutions  which  shall  have  been  passed  by  the  two 
Houses  shall,  with  the  papers  on  which  the  same  may  be 
founded,  be  transmitted  by  the  Engrossing  Clerk  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  State,  for  the  purpose  of  being  by  him  laid  before 
the  Governor.  The  presiding  officers  of  the  two  Houses  shall 
affix  their  signatures  to  all  bills  for  public  acts  in  the  presence 
of  one  or  more  of  the  Engrossing  Committee  or  the  Engross- 
ing Clerk. 
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X.  Every  bill  or  resolution  shall  b^  written  or  printed 
without  interlineation  or  erasure,  on  paper  not  smaller  than  a 
half -sheet  of  foolscap,  and  any  member  offering  such  bill, 
resolution  or  a  petition,  shall  endorse  thereon  his  name  in 
some  conspicuous  place.  Xo  bill  or  resolution  shall,  after  it 
has  been  introduced,  be  altered  either  by  addition  or  erasure. 
Any  proposed  changes  in  the  proposed  text  of  such  bill  or  reso- 
lution which  may  be  deemed  advisable  by  the  committee  to 
whom  it  has  been  referred  shall  be  reported  in  the  form  of 
amendments  or  of  a  substitute  bill. 

[extract  from  the  general  statute.  ] 

[Section  414.  Every  bill  for  a  public  act  amending  or  re- 
pealing any  of  the  statutes  of  this  State,  introduced  into  the 
General  Assembly,  shall  cite  the  statute  to  be  amended  or  re- 
pealed, or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the 
effect  of  such  amendment  or  repeal.] 

When  a  substitute  bill  is  reported  it  shall  be  printed  in  lieu 
of  the  original  bill  or  resolution;  and  when  amendments  are 
reported,  they  shall  be  printed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  indicate 
that  thev  are  amendments. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  Bills  to  prepare  bills  for 
public  acts  and  resolutions  of  a  public  nature  and  amendments 
at  the  request  of  any  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  and 
before  any  bill  or  resolution  is  favorably  reported  by  the  com- 
mittee to  which  it  has  been  referred  it  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  Clerk  of  Bills,  who  shall  examine  such  bill  or  resolution 
and  make  such  corrections  therein  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  purpose  of  avoiding  repetitions  and  unconstitutional  provi- 
sions, and  of  insuring  accuracy  in  the  text  and  references, 
clearness  and  conciseness  in  the  phraseology,  and  consistency 
with  existing  statutes.  Whenever  a  bill  or  resolution  not 
bearing  the  approval  of  the  Clerk  of  Bills  endorsed  thereon 
shall  be  favorably  reported,  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  or  House, 
as  the  case  may  be,  shall  immediately  transmit  the  same  to  the 
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Clerk  of  Bills  for  e^^amination  and  approval.  The  Clerk  of 
Bills  shall  also  prepare  amendments,  bills,  and  resolutions  at 
the  request  of  any  committee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Engrossing  Clerk  to  supervise 
the  printing  of  bills  and  resolutions  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  412  of  the  General  Statutes,  Rules  XVI 
and  XI IT,  and  Chapter  1  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1901,  and  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  to 
supervise  the  engrossing  of  bills  and  resolutions  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Rule  XIV. 

XI.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  to  which  any  bill  shall  be 
first  presented  shall  endorse  thereon  a  statement  of  the  con- 
tents, or  objects  of  such  bill  or  resolution,  before  transmitting 
the  same  to  the  other  House. 

XII.  All  acts  of  incorporation  by  bill  or  resolution,  and 
all  acts  in  amendment  or  alteration  thereof,  and  all  private 
acts  of  whatever  nature,  shall,  before  the  same  shall  be  con- 
sidered, be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  General  Assembly  at  the 
expense  of  the  party  applying  therefor. 

XIII.  All  bills  for  public  acts  and  joint  resolution?  re- 
ported favorably  upon  by  the  committee  to  w4iich  they  have 
been  or  mav  be  referred,  with  or  without  amendments,  be- 
fore  being  ])nt  upon  their  third  reading,  shall  be  laid  upon 
the  table,  and  five  hundred  copies  of  such  bills  and  joint 
resolutions,  with  their  amendments,  shall  be  printed  for  the 
use  of  the  General  Assembly;  and  no  bill  or  joint  resolution 
so  reported  shall  be  put  upon  its  third  reading  until  the  day 
succeeding  the  distribution  of  such  copies. 

XIV.  All  bills  for  public  acts,  and  all  joint  resolutions 
for  special  acts,  which  have  been  passed  by  both  Houses,  shall, 
without  action,  he  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Engrossed 
Bills,  and  (in  addition  to  the  duties  prescribed  in  Rule  No.  II) 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee,  before  any  bill  or  joint 
resolution  be  engrossed,  to  immediately  examine  the  same  with 
a  view  to  avoid  repetitions  and  to  secure  clearness,  conciseness, 
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and  accuracy  in  the  text,  without  changing  the  purport  there- 
of. If  the  committee  find  that  any  correction  should  be  made 
in  the  text  or  references,  or  in  the  title  of  any  bill  or  joint 
resolution,  they  shall,  within  two  session  days  after  the  passage 
thereof,  report  it  back  to  the  House  which  last  took  action 
upon  it,  with  the  proposed  correction  in  the  form  of  an 
amendment. 

All  reports  from  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  shall  be 
placed  at  the  head  of  the  calendar,  and  shall  take  precedence 
of  all  other  business  on  the  calendar;  and  the  only  question 
on  the  report  of  the  committee  shall  be,  "  Shall  the  proposed 
amendment  be  adopted  ?  "      . 

If  the  proposed  amendment  be  adopted  by  both  Houses, 
the  bill  of  resolution  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Engrossing 
CJlerk,  who,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  En- 
grossed Bills,  shall  cause  it  to  be  epgrossed  as  amended.  If 
the  proposed  amendment  be  rejected  by  either  House,  the  bill 
or  resolution  shall  not  be  transmitted  to  the  other  House,  but 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Engrossing  Clerk,  who  shall  h^^ye  it  en- 
grossed as  it  was  passed. 

If,  in  consequence  of  the  final  adjournment  of  the  General 
Assembly,  or  for  any  other  reason,  any  bill  or  resolution  which 
has  passed  both  Houses  fails  to  be  amended,  as  recommended 
by  the  committee,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  engrossed  as 
it  was  passed. 

XV.  All  bills  for  public  acts  and  joint  resolutions  for 
special  acts  reported  upon  by  any  committee  shall  be  first  re- 
ported to  the  House  in  which  they  respectively  originated; 
and  any  bill  or  joint  resolution  reported  on  adversely,  if  no 
objection  is  made,  may  be  acted  upon  immediately.  Should 
objection  be  made,  the  matter  shall  be  tabled  for  the  Calen- 
dar, unless  the  House,  upon  motion,  shall  vote  to  proceed  to  its 
immediate  consideration ;  in  which  case  it  shall  be  acted  upon 
immediately.  If  the  bill  or  resolution  be  not  rejected,  it  shall 
then  be  entered  upon  the  Calendar  to  be  acted  upon  in  its 
regular  order. 
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XVI.  After  the  time  has  elapsed  for  the  reconsideration 
of  any  vote,  upon  any  petition,  memorial,  resolution,  bill,  or 
other  matter,  no  resolution  or  motion  to  recall  such  petition, 
memorial,  resolution,  bill,  or  other  matter,  from  the  other 
House,  shall  be  allowed,  for  the  purpose  of  reconsideration  or 
amendment,  except  when  there  has  been  a  clear  mistake  in 
the  vote  or  an  error  in  the  language  of  the  resolution,  or  bill, 
or  the  motion  or  resolution  relating  to  the  petition,  memorial, 
or  other  matter. 

XVII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman  of  each  Joint 
Standing  Committee  to  call  a  meeting  of  his  committee  for 
organization  within  one  week  after  the  appointment  of  such 
committee.

tice the  profession  of  embalming,  and  providing  a  penalty  for 
the  practice  of  said  profession  by  any  person  not  so  licensed.

ELBJOTION  OF  A  UNITED  STATES  SENATOR. 

On  Wednesday,  January  21,  A.D.  1903,  at  12  o'clock 
meridian,  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepre- 
sentatives  met  in  Joint  Assembly  in  the  Hall  of  the  House^ 
of  Kepresentatives,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
Congress  regulating  the  time  and  manner  of  holding  elections 
for  Senators  in  Congress. 

The  Joint  Assembly  was  called  to  order  by  George  E.  Hin- 
man.  Clerk  of  the  Sonata 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Banks  of  Fairfield,  the  Hon.  Michael 
Kenealy  of  Stamford  was  chosen  President  of  the  Joint 
Assembly. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  George  W.  Phillips,  Chap- 
lain of  the  Senate. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Senate  and  Clerk  of  the  House  acted  as 
Clerks. 

.  That  portion  of  the  Journal  of  the  Senate  and  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  of  January  20,  A.D.  1903,  the  day  pre- 
ceding, having  reference  to  the  election  of  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress was  read  by  each  Clerk  respectively,  and  it  appeared 
from  the  Journal  of  the  Senate  that  the  whole  number  of 
Senators  present  and  voting  was  twenty-four,  of  whom  eighir 
een  named  Orville  H.  Piatt  of  Meriden,  and  six  named  Mel- 
bert  B.  Cary  of  Ridgefield  as  their  choice  for  Senator  in 
Congress  respectively,  and  that  Orville  H.  Piatt  received  a 
majorily  of  the  whole  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  Senate  for 
Senatolr  in  Congress. 

And  it  appeared  from  the  Journal  of  the  House  that  the 
whole  nimiber  of  Representatives  present  and  voting  was 
two  hundred  and  twenty,  of  whom  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
named  Orville  H.  Piatt  of  Meriden,  and  forty-eight  named 
Melbert  B.  Cary  of  Ridgfield,  three  named  Robert  L.  Gilbert 
of  Derby,  and  one  named  Donald  T.  Warner  of  Salisbury  as 
their  choice  for  Senator  in  Congress  respectively,  and  that 
Orville  H.  Piatt  received  a  majority  of  all  the  whole  number 
of  votes  cast  by  the  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
for  Senator  in  Congress;  and,  therefore,  it  appeared  from  the 
said  Journals  that  a  majority  of  the  Senate  and  also  a  ma- 
jority of  the  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  had 
named  OrviUe  H.  Piatt  as  their  choice  for  Senator  in  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  from  the  State  of  Connecticut, 
for  the  term  of  six  years  beginning  on  the  fourth  day  of 
March,  A.D.  1903. 

Thereupon  the  President  of  the  Joint  Assembly  declared 
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the  Hon.  Orville  H.  Piatt  of  Meriden  to  be  duly  elected  a 
Senator  in  Congress^  to  represent  this  State  in  the  Congresa 
of  the  United  States  for  the  term  of  six  years  beginning  on 
the  fourth  day  of  March,  A.D.  1903. 

The  following  resolution  was  introduced  by  Senator  Walsh 
of  the  Twelfth  District,  and  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote : 

Kesolved  by  this  Assembly : 

That  the  Hon.  Orville  H.  Piatt  of  Meriden  is  hereby  de- 
clared to  have  been  duly  elected  a  Senator  in  Congress  from 
the  State  of  Connecticut,  to  represent  said  State  in  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States  for  the  term  of  six  years  begin- 
ning on  the  fourth  day  of  March,  A.D.  1903. 

Mr.  Banks  of  Fairfield  moved  that  the  President  appoint  a 
committee,  consisting  of  one  Senator  and  one  Representative, 
to  wait  upon  Senator  Piatt,  inform  him  of  his  election,  and  re- 
quest his  presence  in  the  Assembly. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  President  appointed  Senator  Walsh  of  the  Twelfth 
District  and  Mr.  Woodruff  of  Litchfield  as  such  committee. 

The  committee  retired,  and  soon  presented  Senator  Piatt, 
who  addressed  the  Joint  Assembly. 

At  the  close  of  the  address,  on  motion  of  Senator  Walsh 
of  the  Twelfth  District,  the  President  declared  the  Joint 
Assembly  dissolved. 
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Wednesday  Afternoon,  January  21,  1903. 

The  Senate  was  called  to  order  at  12.50  o'clock  P.  M.,  the 
Presidenit  in  the  chair.

bury  shall  consist  of  one  chief,  one  captain,  one  lieutenant, 
not  more  than  three  sergeants,  and  such  number  of  patrolmen 
or  ordinary  policemen  as  the  board  of  aldermen  of  said  city 
may  from  time  to  time  designate  and  prescribe,  and  not  more 
than  seventy-five  supernumerary  policemen,  who  may  be 
called  into  service  by  the  chief  whenever  in  his  opinion  their 
services  may  be  required,  and  who  shall  be  called  into  service 
by  the  chief  whenever  so  directed  by  the  mayor  or  board  of 
commissioners  of  public  safety. 

Sec.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

phlets, fuel,  fruits,  provisions,  ice,  live  animals,  brooms,  ag- 
ricultural implements,  and  pproducts  of  their  own  labor.

abolished,  and  repealing  Sections  2413,  2414,  and  the  last 
line  of  Section  4811.

pronounced  by  physicians,  after  due  examination,  to  be  unfit 
for  retention.

ply with  its  decision.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Greneral  Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  Every  insurance  company,  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  this  or  any  other  State  of  the  United  States,  or 
under  the  laws  of  any  foreign  country,  which  in  this  State 
insures  persons  against  bodily  injury  or  death  by  accideut, 
shall  maintain  a  premium  reserve  on  all  such  policies  in 
force,  whether  issued  in  this  State  or  elsewhere,  equal  to  the 
unearned  portion  of  the  gross  premiums  charged  for  covering 
the  risks. 

Section  2.  Every  insurance  company,  which  in  this 
State  insures  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  against  loss  or 
damage  on  account  of  the  bodily  injury  or  death  by  accident 
of  any  person,  for  which  loss  or  damage  said  person,  firm,  or 
corporation  is  responsible,  shall  maintain,  in  addition  to  the 
reserve  required  by  section  one  of  this  act,  a  further  reserve 
as  herein  provided.  For  the  purpose  of  computing  this  re- 
serve, each  such  company  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
October  in  each  year,  state  in  writing  to  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioner its  experience  in  the  United  States  during  a  period 
of  five  years  commencing  eight  years  previous  to  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December  of  the  year  in  which  the  statement  is 
made,  in  the  following  particulars,  viz. :  The  number  of 
persons  reported  injured  under  all  of  the  forms  of  policies 
of  liability  insurance  hereinbefore  defined  in  this  section; 
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the  nuinber  and  amount  of  all  claims  ftgainst  policy-holderSj 
settled  either  by  payment  or  compromise;  and  the  number 
and  amount  separately  of  all  suits  or  actions  against  policy- 
holders which  have  been  settled,  either  by  payment  or  com- 
promise. Each  such  company  shall  thereupon  reserve  upon 
all  such  policies  (1)  for  each  suit  or  action  pending  which 
is  being  defended  for  or  on  account  of  the  holder  of  any  such 
policy,  the  average  cost  thereof  as  shown  by  the  experience 
so  stated,  and  (2)  for  injuries  reported  under  such  policies 
at  any  time  within  eighteen  months,  the  average  cost  for  each 
injured  person  as  shown  by  said  experience.  From  the  sum 
so  ascertained  the  company  may  deduct  for  each  claim  paid  or 
settled  the  average  claim  cost  determined  as  aforesaid,  and 
for  each  suit  pending  for  injuries  included  in  part  (2)  of  the 
reserve  the  average  suit  cost  determined  as  aforesaid.  Any 
company  which  now  issues,  or  shall  hereafter  issue,  liability 
policies  as  aforesaid,  and  which  has  not  been  engaged  in 
liability  underwriting  for  eight  years,  shall  nevertheless, 
until  such  time  as  it  may  be  able  to  state  its  experience  of 
the  period  hereinbefore  required,  make  and  maintain  the 
reserves  hereby  required  upon  the  basis  of  the  averages  of 
all  the  other  companies  stated  as  required  by  this  section, 
which  averages  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Insurance  Commis- 
sioner to  each  such  company  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  De- 
cember in  each  year.

COMMUNICATION    FROM    THE    ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

The  following  communication  was  received  and  read : 

State  of  Connecticut, 

Attomey-GeneraPs  Office, 

Hartford,  April  21,  1903. 
To  the  Senate: 

On  April  17,  1903,  I  received  from  your  honorable  body 
Senate  Eesolution  No.  71,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy: 

State  of  Connecticut, 
General  Assembly, 

January  Session,  A.D.  1903. 
Kesolved  by  the  Senate: 

The  Attorney-General  is  hereby  requested  to  give  his  opin- 
ion in  writing  to  the  Senate,  at  his  earliest  convenience,  as  to 
whether  under  the  following  statement  of  facts  there  is  now 
in  legal  existence  a  town  of  South  Norwalk  in  this  State. 

House  Joint  Resolution  Xo.  25,  providing  for  the  crea- 
tion of  a  town  to  be  known  as  the  town  of  South  Norwalk, 
passed  both  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate  dur- 
ing the  present  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  being 
duly  engrossed  and  attested,  was  presented  to  the  Governor 
on  Wednesday,  April  1st.  Both  houses  of  the  General  As- 
sembly were  in  session  on  April  1st,  2d,  7th,  and  8th. 
Neither  house  was  in  session  on  April  3d,  4th,  6  th,  or  6th. 
April  5th  was  Sunday. 
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On  Wednesday,  April  8th,  the  Governor  returned 
resolution  to  the  House  of  Eepresentatives,  wherein  it  orig- 
inated, with  his  objections,  and  on  the  same  day  said  House 
proceeded  to  reconsider  said  resolution.  Said  objectioDS  were 
entered  on  the  Journals  of  said  House.  After  said  reconsid- 
eration, viz.,  on  Thursday,  April  9  th,  said  House  determined 
by  vote  taken  by  yeas  and  nays  that  said  resolution  should 
not  be  passed. 

The  questions  hereby  presented  to  the  Attorney-General 
for  his  opinion  are: 

1.  Was  the  action  of  the  Governor  in  the  return  of  said 
resolution  to  the  House,  as  herein  related,  on  April  8tli, 
taken  within  the  time  limited  in  the  Constitution  ? 

2.  Do  the  actions  of  the  Governor  and  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  taken  as  herein  related,  in  any  way  affect 
the  legal  force  and  validity  of  House  Joint  Resolution  No. 
25,  passed  by  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  as  herein 
related  ? 

3.  Ts  House  Joint  Resolution  No.  25,  under  the  facts 
herein  related,  now  a  law  of  this  State  ? 

Section  146  of  the  General  Statutes  provides  that  the 
Attorney-General  "  shall,  when  required  by  either  branch  of 
the  General  Assembly,  give  his  opinion  upon  questions  of  kw 
submitted  to  him  by  either  of  said  branches.  He  may  pro- 
cure such  assistance  as  he  may  require."  In  preparing  an 
opinion  in  response  to  your  resolution  I  procured  the  assist- 
ance of  Hon.  Dwight  Loomis  and  Charles  E.  Gross,  Esq., 
and  they  have  stated  to  me  that  they  concur  in  this  opinion 
which  I  submit  to  you. 

The  answer  to  your  three  questions  depends  on  the  mean- 
ing of  Section  12,  Article  Fourth,  of  the  Constitution  of  our 
State.  So  much  of  that  section  as  is  material  to  those  ques- 
tions I  quote: 

"  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  houses  of  the 
General  Assembly  shall  be  presented  to  the  Governor.    If 
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he  approves,  he  shall  sign  it  and  transmit  it  to  the  Secretary, 
but  if  not,  he  shall  return  it  to  the  house  in  which  it  origi- 
nated, with  his  objections,  which  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journals  of  the  house;  who  shall  proceed  to  reconsider  the 
bill.  If  the  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  Governor  within 
three  days,  Sundays  excepted,  after  it  shall  have  been  pre- 
sented to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law  in  like  manner  as  if  he 
had  signed  it;  unless  the  General  Assembly,  by  their  ad- 
journment, prevents  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  not  be 
a  law." 

It  appears  in  your  statement  of  facts  that  the  bill  in  ques- 
tion, which  in  this  case  is  a  House  joint  resolution,  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Governor  on  the  1st  day  of  April.  The  current 
of  authorities  is  substantially  unvarying  to  the  effect  that 
the  day  of  presentation,  viz.,  the  1st  day  of  April,  must  be 
excluded  in  the  computation  of  the  three  days.  In  other 
words,  the  Gdvernor  was  entitled  to  three  full  days  beginning 
at  midnight  of  April  1st  in  which  to  return  the  resolution. 
The  statement  of  facts  further  shows  that  the  resolution  was 
returned  by  the  Grovemor  to  the  House  on  the  8th  of  April, 
and  that  this  was  the  third  day  on  which  Ihe  Legislature  was 
in  actiuil  session  after  the  day  of  presentation.  If  the  word 
**  days  "  as  used  in  the  Constitution  means  days  on  which  the 
liegislature  is  in  actual  session,  then  in  my  opinion  the  re- 
turn of  the  resolution  on  the  8th  day  of  April  was  within  the 
time  limit  fixed,  and  Ihe  veto  would  be  of  fuU  force  and 
effect. 

So  the  first  debatable  question  seems  to  be  this :  Does  the 
Constitution  by  the  word  "  days  "  mean  days  on  which  the 
Liegislature  is  in  actual  session  or  does  it  use  the  word  in  its 
natural  and  ordinary  meaning? 

Cooley's  Constitutional  Limitations,  page  73,  in  the  chap- 
ter entitled  "  Construction  of  State  Constitutions,''  lays  down 
this  rule:  "In  interpreting  clauses  we  must  presume  that 
words  have  been  employed  in  their  natural  and  ordinary 
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meaning.  As  Marshall,  C.  J.,  sajs:  The  framers  of  the 
Constitution,  and  the  people  who  adopted  it,  must  be  unde^ 
stood  to  have  employed  words  in  their  natural  sense,  and  to 
have  intended  what  thej  said.'' 

What,  then,  is  the  meaning  of  "  day  "  in  its  natural  and 
ordinary  sense  ?  Bouvier's  dictionary,  adopting  Blackstone's 
definition,  defines  it  as  the  space  of  time  which  elapses  be- 
tween two  successive  midnights.  Our  own  Supreme  Court, 
in  Miner  vs.  Goodyear  Mfg.  Co.,  62  Conn.,  411,  says:  "In 
ordinary  speech  a  day  is  that  space  of  time  in  which  the  earth 
makes  one  revolution  on  its  axis.  .  .  .  The  civil  day  is 
from  midnight  to  midnight."  Endlich  on  Statutes,  Section 
634,  says :  "  A  day  in  common  acceptation  and  ordinarily  in 
a  constitution  means  a  civil  day  of  twenty-four  hours,  be- 
ginning and  ending  at  midnight." 

The  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  Hampshire, 
in  construing  a  section  in  the  Constitution  of  that  State  al- 
most identical  with  the  section  of  our  Constitution  now  under 
discussion,  held  that  the  word  "  day  "  meant  a  ''  civil  day 
beginning  and  ending  at  inidnight,"  and  liat  the  term  "  five 
days  "  did  not  mean  five  days  on  which  lie  Legislature  was  in 
actual  session,  but  did  mean  five  ordinary,  calendar,  or  civil 
days.  Opinion  of  the  justices,  45  N.  H.,  607.  On  substan- 
tially the  same  question,  the  meaning  of  the  word  "days" 
in  that  clause  of  the  Constitution  of  Illinois  providing  for  a 
veto  by  the  Governor,  the  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois  held  that 
"  days  "  meant  civil  days  as  defined  above.  The  court  said: 
"  It  was,  however,  urged  that  the  framers  of  the  Constitu- 
tion intended  legislative  and  not  natural  days.  ...  It 
is  not  so  expressed  and  the  language  employed  seems  to  be  so 
plain  and  explicit  that  I  am  at  a  loss  to  perceive  how  it  will 
bear  construction.  The  framers  of  that  instrument  seem  to 
have  used  every  precaution  and  reasonable  effort  to  avoid 
obscurity  and  as  far  as  possible  to  avoid  -necessity  for  con- 
struction.    This  is  manifested  in  this  verv  section,  where 
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Sundays  are  in  terms  excluded,  and  yet  in  law  they  would 
generally  be  excluded  as  they  are  not  judicial  days/'  .  .  . 
People  vs.  Hatch,  33  HI.,  p.  137. 

To  the  same  effect  are  the  decisions  of  the  courts  of  last 
resort  in  other  states  on  this  precise  question  of  the  meaning 
of  the  word  day  as  affecting  the  time  which  a  Governor  may 
hold  a  bill.

In  view  of  the  above  decisions  and  of  the  fact  that  I  find  no 
decisions  to  the  contrary,  I  feel  compelled  to  say  that  in  my 
opinion  the  word  "  days  **  in  Section  12,  Article  Fourth,  of 
the  Constitution  means  calendar  or  civil  days  and  not  days  on 
which  the  legislature  is  in  actual  session,  and  that  the  three 
days  which  the  Governor  had  for  the  consideration  of  the  reso- 
lution in  question  were  the  three  calendar  days  beginning  at 
midnight  on  the  1st  of  April,  and  included  April  2d,  3d, 
and  4th. 

I  understand  from  your  statement  of  facts  that  the  House 
adjourned  on  April  2d  until  April  7th,  and  that  the  Senate 
voted  a  like  adjournment.  The  next  question  is,  whether 
this  was  the  adjournment  of  the  General  Assembly  contem- 
plated by  the  Constitution  as  preventing  the  return  of  the  bill 
within  three  days  to  the  house  in  which  it  originated.  It  i^ 
common  knowledge  that  each  branch  of  the  General  Assembly 
adjourns  its  own  sittings  from  time  to  time  during  the  session, 
but  the  General  Assembly  itself  very  rarely  adjourns  except 
at  the  close  of  the  session.  All  the  authorities,  without  any 
deflection,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  examine  them,  have 
held  that  the  term  "  adjournment  ^^  as  used  in  the  correspond- 
ing section  of  the  Constitutions  of  other  States  means  the  final 
8.-49 
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adjournment  of  the  General  Assembly.  The  New  Hamp- 
shire case  which  I  have  above  quoted  in  deciding  this  ques- 
tion says: 

"  The  adjournment  referred  to  in  this  provision  of  the  Con- 
stitution is  not,  we  think,  the  ordinary  recess  or  adjournment 
from  time  to  time  during  the  continuance  of  the  session,  but 
the  final  adjournment  at  the  close  of  the  session.  In  fact, 
this  is  the  only  adjournment,  we  think,  which  could  prevent 
the  return  of  the  bill  within  the  time  linwted.  .  .  .  Now 
the  bill  must  be  returned  to  the  house  in  which  it  originated, 
and  if  it  should  be  held  that  it  must  be  returned  to  that 
house  while  in  session,  an  adjournment  of  that  house  over 
one  day  would  prevent  the  return  of  the  bill  during  that  day 
as  much  as  an  adjournment  of  both  houses  would,  and  if  it 
had  been  intended  to  provide  against  such  an  adjournment  for 
a  day  .  .  .  the  Constitutional  provision  should  have 
been  that  the  bill  should  be  returned  in  five  days  to  the  house 
in  which  it  originated  unless  that  house  shall  prevent  it  hy 
an  adjournment.     But  no  such  provision  is  made." 

To  the  same  effect  are  the  decisions  in  Harpending  vs. 
Haight,  Corwin  vs.  Comptroller-General,  MiUer  vs.  Hurford, 
and  State  vs.  Michel,  which  I  have  cited  above.  I  find  no 
authority  in  conflict  with  these  decisions. 

Upon  the  question  how  the  bill  should  be  returned  when 
the  house  in  which  it  originated  is  not  in  session  on  the  last 
day  during  which  the  Governor  is  authorized  to  hold  the  bill, 
the  decisions  of  the  courts  are  somewhat  conflicting.  In 
Harpending  vs.  Haight,  referring  to  the  return  of  the  bill  by 
the  Governor  when  the  house  in  which  it  originated  is  not  in 
session,  the  court  says :  "  It  [the  return]  must  be  a  step  taken 
by  which  his  own  time  for  deliberation  is  ended,  and  that  for 
the  deliberation  of  the  Senate  is  begun;  that  the  bill  itself 
must  be  put  beyond  the  executive  possession;  that  it  must  be 
placed  into  the  possession,  actual  or  potential,  of  the  Senate 
itself."     And  the  court  there  held  that  it  was  not  necessary 
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to  return  it  to  the  House  while  in  session.  The  Louisiana 
case  above  cited  holds  ^^  that  if  the  house  in  which  the  bill 
proposed  to  be  vetoed  originated  should  happen  not  to  be  in 
session  when  the  Governor's  message  arrived,  delivery  of  the 
bill,  with  the  Governor's  objections,  to  the  presiding  officer  of 
the  body,  or  to  its  clerk,  would  seem,  according  to  the  adjudi- 
cated cases,  to  suffice;  and  in  case  neither  the  presiding  officer 
nor  the  clerk  can  be  found,  its  deposit  on  the  presiding 
officer's  table  or  desk  or  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  would  doubt- 
less likewise  suffice/' 

This  is  ako  the  doctrine  enunciated  in  New  Hampshire 
and  South  Carolina  in  the  cases  which  I  have  cited  from 
those  states.  It  is  also  apparently  sustained  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  the  United  States,  U.  S.  vs.  Allen,  36  Fed.  Rep., 
174. 

In  the  People  vs.  Hatch,  33  111.,  p.  135,  the  court  lays 
doTien  a  different  doctrine.  It  is  there  held  "  that  unless  the 
body  was  in  session  he  would  be  unable  to  return  the  bill  to 
it  as  required  by  this  provision.  If  on  the  tenth  day  the 
members  and  officers  were  absent,  the  Governor  would  have 
until  the  first  day  of  their  next  assembling  to  return  the  bill 
"v^ith  his  objections.  To  be  required  to  act  there  must  be  an 
organized  body  in  session  at  the  place  holding  its  sessions." 

Applying  the  decisions  of  the  courts  other  than  that  of 
Illinois  to  the  facts  presented  by  you,  it  would  follow  that 
the  resolution  should  have  been  returned  to  the  House  by 
leaving  it  with  some  proper  officer,  or  on  the  Speaker's  desk, 
or  in  some  way  that  would  have  divested  the  Governor  of  the 
possession  of  the  resolution  on  or  before  the  4th  day  of  ApriL 
On  the  other  hand,  applying  the  Illinois  decision  to  the  facts 
presented,  the  resolution  could  not  have  been  returned  in 
the  way  above  stated,  but  should  have  been  returned  at  the 
assembling  of  the  House  on  the  7th  day  of  April. 

The  return  of  the  resolution,  as  appears  from  your  state- 
nient  of  facts,  having  been  made  on  the  8th  day  of  April, 
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would  manifestly  be  outside  the  sanction  of  all  the  decisions; 
so  it  is  perhaps  unnecessary  to  consider  which  line  of  de- 
cisions on  this  point  is  correct  in  principle. 

On  your  statement  of  f  acts^  and  not  considering  the  possi- 
ble existence  of  other  facts  not  included  therein,  and  because 
of  the  decisions  in  other  states  on  questions  and  under  con- 
ditions almost  identical  with  those  submitted  by  you,  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  Joint  Resolution  No.  26  became  a  law 
before  it  was  returned  to  the  House  on  the  8th  day  of  April, 
and  that  the  return  of  the  resolution  on  that  day  and  the 
action  of  the  House  taken  on  its  return  in  no  way  aflfected  its 
validity. 

It  would,  however,  seem  to  be  my  duty  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  one  possible  fact,  which,  if  it  exists,  is  of  great  im- 
portance, and  to  which  your  statement  makes  no  reference. 
In  the  official  record  of  the  recent  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion, Vol.  Y,  pages  2302-2309  inclusive,  there  are  suggestions 
of  a  construction  which  in  practice  has  been  placed  at  times 
on  Section  12,  Article  Fourth.  It  is  not  within  your  prov- 
ince nor  is  it  within  mine  to  determine  the  existence  of  the 
possible  fact  to  which  I  refer ;  the  courts  alone  are  clothed 
with  that  authority.  If,  however,  it  is  a  fact  that  for  a  long 
period  of  time  the  executive  department  of  this  State  has 
acted  on  a  construction  of  the  Constitution  by  which  con- 
struction  the  Governor  when  exercising  the  veto  power  haa 
held  bills  for  three  legislative  days,  and  if  during  that  long 
period  of  time  the  legislative  department  has  acquiesced  in 
such  a  construction,  then  the  proposition  that  such  actual 
construction  might  prevail  as  against  a  legal  construction  is 
supported  by  a  practically  unbroken  array  of  authorities,  of 
which  it  is  necessary  to  cite  only  a  few. 

In  Stuart  vs.  Laird,  1  Cranch  (U.  S.),  299,  it  was  held 
"  that  a  practical  construction  placed  upoij  a  constitutional 
provision  by  the  judiciary  acting  under  it  was  a  contempo- 
rary interpretation  of  the  most  forcible  nature  and  conclusive 
of  the  legality  of  the  practice." 
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In  the  People  vs.  La  Salle,  100  111.,  495,  the  court,  quot- 
ing with  approval  the  case  just  referred  to,  said : 

"  Of  similar  weight  and  dignity  is  the  construction  placed 
by  the  political  department  of  the  government  upon  constitu- 
tional provisions  under  which  they  are  charged  with  acting." 
Endlich  on  Interpretation  of  Statutes,  Section  627. 
Solomon  vs.  Commissioners,  41  Ga.,  157. 
Cooley's  Constitutional  Limitations  (6th  ed.),  pages 
81-86,  and  cases  there  cited. 
The  question  in  the  first  paragraph  of  your  request  for  an 
opinion,  as  to  whether  "  there  is  now  in  legal  existence  a 
town  of  South  Norwalk  in  this  State,"  is  answered  by  Section 
8  of  Joint  Resolution  No.  26,  which  provides  that  the  reso- 
lution shall  take  effect  on  the  first  Monday  of  October,  A.D. 
1903. 

It  is  true  that  the  Attorney-General  has  no  power  to  de- 
clare what  the  law  is.  That  attribute  belongs  to  the  courts. 
I  can  give  you  merely  an  opinion,  which,  at  the  best,  is  but  an 
attempted  forecast  of  what  a  court  would  probably  declare 
the  law  to  be  on  a  given  state  of  facts.  The  value  of  any 
opinion  must  depend  not  only  on  its  embodying  a  correct 
statement  of  the  law,  but  also  on  its  being  based  on  the  same 
facts  that  are  before  the  court  when  the  court  declares  the  law.

and  fifty  feet;  thence  easterly  at  right  angles  a  distance  of 
ninety-one  feet;  thence  north  no  degrees  forty  minutes  west, 
three  hundred  and  six  feet  to  high  water  mark;  thence  fol- 
lowing high  water  mark  to  the  point  of  beginning;  provided 
that  the  same  shall  not  impede  or  obstruct  the  navigation  of 
the  waters  of  Long  Island  Sound.

In  towns  di- 
vided into  voting  districts,  except  the  towns  of  Hartford, 
New  Haven,  Waterbury,  Norwich,  Meriden,  Middletown, 
New  Britain,  Stamford,  Danbury,  East  Windsor,  Enfield, 
Wallingf  ord,  Thompson,  Berlin,  and  Windsor,  two  registran 
of  voters  shall  be  elected  for  each  district,  and  in  each  of  the 
excepted  towns,  and  in  every  town  not  divided  into  voting 
districts,  two  registrars  of  voters  shall  be  elected  for  the  town 
at  large.  No  person  shall  vote  for  more  than  one  registrar 
for  each  voting  district,  or,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  the  town 
at  large ;  and  the  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes 
and  the  person  who  has  the  next  highest  number  of  votes,  for 
r^strar,  who  does  not  belong  to  the  same  political  party  as 
the  first,  shall  be  declared  elected  r^istrars  of  voters  for  the 
town  or  district,  as  the  case  may  be."

The  following  is  the  report : 

State  of  Connecticut, 
General  Assembly, 

January  Session,  A.  D.  1903. 

The  joint  standing  committee  on  Capitol  Furniture  and 
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Grounds,  to  whom  were  referred  Senate  Joint  Resolutiona 
Nos.  155  and  174,  and  House  Resolutions  Nos.  332  and  333, 
relating  to  the  enlargement  of  the  Capitol,  etc.,  beg  leave  to 
report  that  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying  substitute. 

After  several  exhaustive  hearings  at  which  was  manifested 
a  uniform  feeling  deprecating  the  impairing  of  the  outside 
lines  and  beautiful  proportions  of  the  Capitol  as  it  stands, 
and  that  additional  room,  if  required,  can  be  obtained  in  some 
other  ways,  which  are  as  follows : 

First.  The  room  asked  for  by  some  of  the  State  depart- 
ments and  others  can  be  provided  by  the  removal  of  the  mili- 
tary offices  to  the  contemplated  new  Arsenal  and  Armory, 
and  by  the  possible  vacating  or  curtailment  of  other  rooms 
now  occupied  by  some  of  the  State  commissions. 

Second.  As  to  committee 'rooms,  there  are  several  rooms 
on  the  fourth  floor,  easily  reached  by  elevators,  which  can  be 
utilized  for  this  purpose,  at  comparatively  small  cost,  and, 
inasmuch  as  they  would  be  used  only  five  or  six  months  out 
of  twenty-four,  they  would  undoubtedly  answer;  furthe^ 
more,  some  of  the  present  committee  rooms  possibly  might  be 
arranged  to  do  double  duty,  viz. :  accommodating  two  or  three 
of  the  less  important  committees  by  assigning  hearings  at 
different  hours  of  the  day  or  week. 

In  this  connection,  suggestion  has  been  made  that  any 
committee  meetings  involving  an  appropriation  by  the  State 
could  be  held  jointly  with  the  conmiittee  on  Appropriations, 
thus  obviating  the  duplication  of  hearings,  and  also  eliminate 
ing  the  necessity  of  parties  in  interest  coming  to  the  Capitol 
twice  on  the  same  errand. 

Some  of  the  departments  and  the  State  Library  are 
cramped  in  their  storage  capacity  for  documents  and  files 
(which  are  not  in  daily  use,  but  necessary  for  reference), 
and  for  duplicate,  but  valuable,  books.  These,  it  is  thought, 
can  be  provided  for  in  fireproof  vaults  in  the  basement,  thus 
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removing  them  from  the  upper  stories  of  the  Capitol,  and 
thereby  lessening  the  fire  risk. 

The  inflammable  materials  in  the  upper  floors  and  roof, 
your  committee  deem  very  hazardous,  and  of  the  gravest  dan- 
ger to  the  invaluable  and  priceless  historical  docimients, 
books,  portraits,  etc.,  stored  in  the  Library  itself.  The  great 
risk  is  not  only  from  fire  alone,  but  from  water  also.  This 
should  have  immediate  attention.  Experts  have  testified 
that  this  part  of  the  building  is  susceptible  of  improvement 
in  this  respect,  and  could  be  made  partially,  if  not  wholly, 
fireproof. 

In  this  connection  we  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  fliere  is  but  one  hydrant,  of  small  capacity,  on  the 
Capitol  grounds ;  the  next  nearest  are  420  to  650  feet  away. 
The  structure  is  of  such  vast  proportions  and  dtands  so  high 
that  a  fire  under  the  roof  would  necessarily  be  very  disastrous. 
The  limestone  in  walls  and  dome  would  soon  produce  a  lime 
kiln. 

Our  attention,  too,  has  been  called  to  the  suspected  insecur- 
ity of  the  so-called  "  Genius,"  the  figure  surmounting  the 
dome.     This  ought  also  to  have  immediate  attention. 

The  displacement  and  fall  of  this  figure  would  inevitably 
result  in  great  damage,  and  possibly  loss  of  life.  Imagine 
in  some  high  March  gale  her  "  Highness  "  to  come  down  off 
her  perch,  crashing  through  the  roof  of  the  Hall  of  Kepre- 
sentatives,  scattering  her  laurels.  Who  woidd  want  to  be 
singled  out,  and  marked,  with  such  distinction  ? 

More  than  a  quarter  century  has  passed  since  the  State 
moved  into  its  new  quarters,  and  some  of  the  interior  decora- 
tions—  notably  the  East  and  West  courts  —  need  renewal 
and  improvement  to  comport  with  the  dignity  of  and  to  har- 
monize with  the  other  permanent  beautiful  features,  in  which 
the  State  takes  such  just  pride.  In  the  event  that  it  should 
prove  impracticable  to  absolutely  protect  the  State  Library 
from  fire  risk,  and  that  finally  more  room  be  required  in  the 
near  future,  it  has  been  suggested  that  the  now  available  lot 
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owned  by  Trinity  Collie,  comer  of  Capitol  avenue  and 
Lafayette  street,  be  acquired  as  a  site  for  a  new  and  distinctly 
fireproof  structure. 

Some  of  the  matters  herein  referred  to  are  clearly  within 
the  province  of  the  State  Comptroller,  but  owing  to  their  un- 
usual and  extraordinary  character,  he  asks  for,  and  prefers  to 
have,  the  direct  sanction  of  and  the  assumption  of  responsi- 
bility by  the  Legislature,  and  the  aid  and  advice  of  a  commit- 
tee thereof. 

While  your  present  conunittee  is  appointed  for  the  term  of 
the  present  Gteneral  Assembly,  their  active  service  will  like- 
wise soon  cease.  Therefore  in  view  of  the  very  important 
matters  herein  partially  enumerated,  and  the  comprehensive, 
far-reaching  character  of  work  to  be  done,  your  committee 
are  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that  the  whole  question  should 
be  turned  over  to  a  plain,  permanent,  working  committee,  to 
serve  without  pay,  but  with  power  to  do  whatever  may  be 
deemed  necessary  in  the  interest  of  and  protection  of  the 
property  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  to  that  end  we  sub- 
mit a  resolution  in  substitute  of  bill  and  resolutions  above 
referred  to.

Sec.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Report  of  the  contmiittee  on  Engrossed  Bills :  on  a  bill  enti- 
tled "An  Act  concerning  Reserves  for  Insurance  Companies 
Writing  Personal  Accident  and  Liability  Policies"  (pre- 
viously amended  by  Schedules  "A"  and  "  B  "  and  passed  by 
both  houses),  Tecommending  the  adoption  of  an  amendment. 
Schedule  "  C,"  was  received. 

The  amendment  was  explained  by  Senator  Pattison  of  the 
Third  District,  chairman  of  the  conmiittee  on  the  part  of  the 
Senate. 

The  amendment  was  then  adopted,  and  the  report  of  the 
committee  accepted. 

The  following  is  the  amendment: 

Schedule  "  C." 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following: 

Section  1.  Every  insurance  company,  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  this  or  any  other  state  of  the  United  States,  or 
under  the  laws  of  any  foreign  country,  which  in  this  state 
insures  persons  against  bodily  injury  or  death  by  accident, 
shall  maintain  a  premiimi  reserve  on  all  such  policies  in  force, 
whether  issued  in  this  State  or  elsewhere,  equal  to  the  un- 
earned portion  of  the  gross  premiums  chained  for  covering 
the  risks. 

Sec.  2.  Every  insurance  company,  which  in  this  State 
insures  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  against  loss  or  dam- 
age on  account  of  the  bodily  injury  or  death  by  accident  of 
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any  person,  for  whidi  loss  or  damage  said  person,  firm,  or 
corporation  is  responsible,  shall  maintain,  in  addition  to  the 
reserve  required  by  section  one  of  this  act,  a  further  reserve 
as  herein  provided.  For  the  purpose  of  computing  this  re- 
serve, each  such  company  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
October  in  each  year,  state  in^  writing  to  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioner its  experience  in  the  United  States  during  the 
period  of  three  years  commencing  five  years  previous  to  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  of  the  year  in  which  the  state- 
ment is  made,  in  the  following  particulars,  viz. :  The  number 
of  persons  reported  injured  under  all  of  the  forms  of  policies 
of  liability  insurance  hereinbefore  defined  in  this  section; 
the  number  and  amount,  giving  costs  and  expenses  separately, 
of  all  claims  against  policy-holders,  settled  either  by  payment 
or  compromise;  and  the  number  and  amount,  giving  costs 
and  expenses  separately,  of  all  suits  or  actions  against  policy- 
holders which  have  been  settled  either  by  payment  or  com- 
promise. Each  said  company  shall  thereupon  reserve  upon 
all  such  policies  (1)  for  each  suit  or  action  pending 
which  is  being  defended  for  or  on  account  of  the  holder 
of  any  such  policy  the  average  cost  thereof  as  shown  by  the 
experience  so  stated,  and  (2)  for  injuries  reported  omder 
such  policies  at  any  time  within  eighteen  months  the  average 
cost  for  each  injured  person  as  shown  by  said  experience. 
From  the  sum  so  ascertained  the  company  may  deduct  for 
each  claim  paid  or  settled  the  average  claim  cost  determined 
as  aforesaid,  and  for  each  suit  pending  for  injuries  included 
in  part  two  of  the  reserve  the  average  suit  cost  determined 
as  aforesaid.  Any  company  which  now  issues,  or  shall  here- 
after issue,  liability  policies  as  aforesaid,  and  which  has  not 
been  engaged  in  liability  underwriting  for  five  years,  shall, 
nevertheless,  until  sudi  time  as  it  may  be  able  to  state  its  ex- 
perience of  the  period  hereinbefore  required,  make  and  main- 
tain the  reserves  hereby  required  upon  the  basis  of  the  aver- 
ages of  all  the  other  companies  stated  as  required  by  this  sec- 
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tion,  which  averages  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Insurance 
Commissioner  to  each  such  company  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  December  in  each  year. 

Senate  Bill  No.  138.  (See  Senate  Journal,  February, 
6th.)

The  amendment  was  explained  by  Senator  Pattison  of  the 
Third  District,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  the  part  of  the 
Senate. 
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The  amendment  was  then  adopted,  and  the  report  of  the 
committee  accepted,  in  concurrence. 

The  following  is  the  amendment: 

Schedule  "A." 

In  the  title,  between  the  words  "  of  "  and  "  Embalmera," 
insert  the  words  "  Examiners  of." 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert,  in  lieu 
thereof,  the  following: 

Section  1.  From  and  after  July  1,  1903,  there  shall  be 
a  Board  of  Examiners  of  Embalmers  in  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members 
appointed  by  the  Gtovemor,  and  all  vacancies  shall  be  filled 
by  the  Gtovemor  in  like  manner.  The  members  of  said 
board  of  examiners  shall  be  residents  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut, and  shall  be  practical  arterial  embalmers,  who  shall 
have  had  at  least  five  years'  experience  in^this  State  in  the 
practice  of  embalming  and  the  preparation  and  disposal  of 
the  dead,  and  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  three  years 
from  the  date  when  the  appointment  shall  take  effect,  except 
those  first  appointed,  who  shall  serve  as  follows :  One  for  one 
year,  two  for  two  years,  and  two  for  three  years  from  the 
date  their  appointments  take  effect  respectively,  and  except 
a  person  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy,  who  shall  be  appointed 
for  the  unexpired  term. 

Sec.  3.  Said  board  so  appointed,  and  its  successors,  shall 
be  known  by  the  name  "  Connecticut  Board  of  Examiners 
of  Embalmers."  Every  person  appointed  to  serve  on  said 
board  shall,  within  ten  days  after  receiving  notice  of  his 
appointment  from  the  Gk)vemor,  take  and  subscribe  to  the 
oath  required  of  other  State  officers.  Said  board  shall  have 
power  to  elect  from  its  own  number  a  president,  a  secretary, 
and  a  treasurer,  who  shall  each  serve  for  one  year  and  until 
his  successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.     The  treasurer 
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and  secretary  shall  furnish  such  bonds  as  may  be  required 
by  the  board.  The  board  may  adopt  a  common  seal,  and 
shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the  powers  and  privileges  conferred 
on  such  board  by  the  State ;  and  may  adopt  such  regulations 
for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  board  and  man- 
agement of  its  affairs  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  4.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  receive  as  com- 
pensation five  dollars  for  each  day  that  they  attend  a  session 
of  the  board,  except  the  secretary,  who  shall  receive  a  salary 
not  to  exceed  two  hundred  dollars  a  year  for  his  services. 
The  actual  traveling  and  necessary  expenses  of  the  board 
and  its  members  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  receipts  of  said 
board  as  hereinafter  specified. 

Sec.  5.  The  board  shall  from  time  to  time  adopt  rules, 
regulations,  and  by-laws,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this 
State  or  of  the  United  States,  in  accordance  with  which  the 
duties  of  said  board  shall  be  performed  and  the  practice  of 
embalming  dead  bodies  and  of  disinfecting  all  bodies  of  per- 
sons dying  of  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease  shall  be 
conducted.  Said  board  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  each  year, 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  proper  and  efficient  discharge 
of  its  duties  shall  require,  at  a  place  fixed  by  the  board. 
Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 

Sec.  6.  Every  person  who  wishes  to  practice  the  profes- 
sion of  embalming  shall  appear  before  said  board  of  ex- 
aminers, and,  upon  payment  of  a  fee  not  to  exceed  ten  dol- 
lars to  cover  the  expenses  of  examination,  shall  be  examined 
in  his  knowledge  of  embalming,  sanitation,  disinfecting,  and 
the  signs  of  death  and  the  manner  in  which  they  may  be  de- 
termined. Such  examination  shaU  be  in  writing,  and  when 
possible  shall  include  an  actual  demonstration  on  cadaver. 
All  examination  papers  shall  be  kept  on  record  by  said  board 
of  examiners,  and,  if  the  applicant  shall  be  of  good  moral 
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character  and  ahall  prove  to  said  board  his  efficiency,  said 
board  shall  issue  to  said  applicant  a  license  to  practice  the 
profession  of  embalming  for  one  year.  At  the  expiration 
of  such  license,  if  the  holder  thereof  shall  desire  a  renewal, 
the  said  board  shall  grant  it,  except  for  cause.  The  annual 
fee  for  the  renewal  of  a  license  shall  not  exceed  five  dollars. 
Every  application  for  the  renewal  of  a  license  shall  be  made 
within  thirty  days  after  its  expiration,  and  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  the  renewal  fee,  otherwise  the  applicant  shall  be 
required  to  pass  an  examination  before  he  shall  be  permitted 
to  further  practice  the  profession  of  embalming. 

Sec.  7.  For  the  purpose  of  examining  applicants  for 
licenses  as  embalmers,  the  State  Board  of  Health  shall  ap- 
point an  examiner  to  act  with  said  board  of  examiners  in 
conducting  examinations,  and  such  examinations  shall  be 
upon  questions  selected  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  from  a 
list  of  questions  submitted  by  said  board  of  examiners,  and 
upon  such  other  questions  as  the  State  Board  of  Health  may 
deem  proper,  and  the  examiner  so  appointed  shall  receive 
the  same  compensation  as  that  provided  for  the  members  of 
the  board  of  examiners  in  Section  4  of  this  act. 

Sec.  8.  Every  person  engaged  in  the  profession  of  em- 
balming dead  human  bodies  in  the  State  of  Connecticut  on 
the  first  day  of  January,  1903,  who  shall  desire  to  continue  in 
the  same,  shall,  before  the  first  day  of  July,  1903,  make  a 
written  application  to  the  said  board  of  examiners  for  a 
license  to  practice  such  profession,  which  application  shall 
state  the  jiame,  residence,  and  place  of  business  of  the  appli- 
cant, and  that  he  was  actually  and  actively  engaged  in  ihe 
profession  of  embalming  at  the  time  and  place  named  therein. 
Said  application  shall  be  duly  signed  by  the  applicant  before 
two  witnesses  and  sworn  to  before  an  officer  authorized  to 
administer  oaths.  Said  applicant,  upon  the  payment  of  a 
fee  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  shall,  without  examination,  he 
granted  a  license  for  one  year,  which  may  be  annually 
renewed  as  provided  in  Section  6  of  this  act. 
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Sec.  9.  Said  board  of  examiners  shall  report  to  the  State 
Board  of  Health  the  name  and  residence  of  every  person  to 
whom  it  issues  a  license.  Each  person  receiving  a  license 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  register  the  same  at  the 
office  of  the  registrar  of  vital  statistics  in  the  town  where  he 
or  she  proposes  to  carry  on  said  practice.  Each  license  shall 
be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  said  board  of  examiners  and 
attested  by  its  seal,  and  shall  specify  the  name  of  the  person 
to  whom  issued.  Each  license  shall  be  non-assignable  and 
non-transferable,  and  shall  be  displayed  by  the  holder  thereof 
in  a  conspicuous  place  in  his  or  her  office  or  place  of  business. 

Sec  10.  On  and  after  July  1,  1903,  it  shall  be  unlawful 
to  practice  or  pretend  to  practice  the  profession  of  embalm- 
ing dead  human  bodies  in  this  State  without  having  complied 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Every  person  who  shall  vio- 
late the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars  for  each  offense;  provided,  that  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  persons  engaged  as 
layers  out  or  shrouders  of  the  dead,  or  to  officials  or  employees 
of  any  State  institution. 

Sec.  11.  All  fees  collected  and  fines  paid  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said 
board  of  examiners,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  defraying 
its  necessary  expenses ;  and  any  balance  remaining  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  after  the  payment  of  the  necessary  expenses  of 
the  members  of  the  board,  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties  as  such,  except  a  reserve  not  to  exceed  five  hundred 
dollars,  may  be  used  by  said  board  of  examiners  for  educa- 
tional purposes  in  the  profession  of  embalming.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  board  of  examiners,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  November  of  each  year,  to  make  a  report  in  writing  to 
the  Governor,  setting  forth  the  nature  of  the  receipts  of  the 
board  and  the  manner  of  their  expenditure. 

Sec  12.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Each  commissioner  shall  be  paid  five  hundred 
dollars  iper  year  for  his  services,  and  for  his  necessary  ex- 
penses an  amount  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  in  any 
one  year,  and  such  expense  account  shall  be  submitted  to  and 
audited  by  the  Board  of  Control 

Sec.  4.  The  sxmi  of  six  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appro- 
priated from  the  State  treasury  for  the  payment  of  the  com- 
pensation and  expenses  of  said  commissioners  as  provided 
in  Section  three,  and  the  Comptroller  is  directed  to  draw  his 
orders  for  the  payment  of  said  compensation  and  expenses 
to  the  members  of  the  commission  in  equal  quarterly  periods.

So  much  of  Section  3164  of  the  General  Statutes 
as  relates  to  Spectacle  Ponds  in  Kent  or  to  Waramaug  Lake 
in  Litchfield  County  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.  Any*  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five 
dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  of  not 
more  than  thirty  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment. 

Sec.  5.  Chapter  58  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1903  is  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  6.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Every  person  who  shall  throw  down  or  leave 
open  any  bars,  gate,  or  fence  upon  the  land  of  another,  or 
who  shall  enter  upon  the  land  of  another  without  permis- 
sion of  the  owner,  occupant,  or  person  in  charge  thereof  for 
the  purpose  of  hunting,  trapping,  fishing,  or  taking  or  de- 
stroying the  nests  or  eggs  of  birds,  or  bee  hunting,  or  gath- 
ering nuts,  fruits,  or  berries,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
fifty  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or 
both.  The  possession  by  any  person  while  trespassing  upon 
the  land  of  another  of  a  fi^,  dog,  ferret,  or  fish  rod  shall 
be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence  of  his  intention  of  hunting 
or  fishing  thereon. 
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Sec.  2.  The  owner,  occupant,  or  person  in  chai^  of  the 
land,  or  such  persons  as  he  may  command  to  assist  him,  may 
arrest  any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
preceding  section  and  forthwith  take  him  before  some  proper 
authority,  who  shall  upon  complaint  of  the  proper  prosecut- 
ing officer  proceed  to  try  such  person. 

Sec.  3.  The  owner,  occupant,  o^  person  in  charge  of  the 
land  arresting  any  person,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  that  are  allowed  by 
Section  4850  of  the  General  Statutes  to  constables  for  sim- 
ilar services,  -which  fees  shall  be  taxed  as  costs  by  the  court 
before  whom  the  trial  is  had.

Section  1.  The  assessors  of  the  town  and  city  of  Bridge- 
port shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September,  annually, 
post  on  the  signpost  in  said  city,  or  publish  in  one  or  more 
newspapers  published  in  said  city,  a  notice  requiring  all 
persons  therein  liable  to  pay  taxes  to  bring  in  written  or 
printed  lists  of  the  taxable  property  belonging  to  them  on  the 
firat  day  of  September  in  that  year. 

Sec.  2.  Each  resident  of  said  city  shall,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  October,  annually,  give  in  his  list,  made  and 
sworn  to  as  prescribed  by  law,  making  a  description  of  all 
his  estate,  each  parcel  being  separately  described ;  and  if  he 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  so  to  do,  said  assessors  shall  fill  out  a 
list  for  him,  putting  therein  all  property  which  they  have 
reason  to  believe  is  Owned  by  him,  liable  to  taxation,  at  the 
actual  valuation  thereof,  from  the  best  information  they  can 
obtain,  and  add  tliereto  ten  per  centum  of  such  valuation, 
and  in  said  list  they  shall  make  a  separate  description  and 
valuation  of  each  parcel  of  real  estate.  When  the  first  day 
of  October  comes  on  Sunday,  then  the  list  may  be  made  out 
and  sworn  to  the  day  following.

"  Sec.  3.  The  right  of  The  Hartford  and  Springfield 
Street  Railway  Company  to  maintain  and  operate  its  tracks 
in  all  highways  where  the  same  are  now  laid  is  hereby  rati- 
fied and  confirmed,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  Section 
two  of  this  resolution.''

Section  1.  That  the  State  of  Connecticut  hereby  accepts 
the  rights  granted  by  Chapter  1033  of  the  Acts  of  the  Fifty- 
seventh  Congress  to  said  State  in  and  to  the  following  de- 
scribed land  owned  bv  the  United  States : 

Said  land  is  situated  on  the  east  shore  of  New  London 
harbor,  in  said  State  of  Connecticut,  kno\^Ti  as  the  Fort 
Griswold  tract,  and  partly  occupied  by  an  abandoned  fort 
and  earthwork  of  that  name,  said  tract  being  bounded  north- 
erly bv  the  Fort  Griswold  monument  reservation  and  bv 
the  land  of  various  private  parties,  easterly  and  southerly  by 
the  land  of  various  private  parties,  and  westerly  by  New 
London  harbor  and  by  the  land  of  various  private  parties. 

The  State  of  Connecticut  hereby  assents  to  the  provisions 
and  conditions  on  which  said  grant  is  based. 

Sec.  2.  The  Governor  shall  appoint  a  commission  of 
seven  persons  who  shall  serve  without  any  expense  to  the 
State.  One  member  of  said  commission  shall  be  the  presi- 
dent of  the  New  London  County  Historical  Society  and 
another  member  the  regent  of  the  Anna  Warner  Bailey 
Chapter  of  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution.  Said 
commissioners  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  two  vears  from 
Julv  1,  1903.  The  commissioners  shall  cause  said  land  to 
be  suitably  cared  for  and  protected,  and  may  request  the 
Governor  to  appoint  a  police  officer  who  shall  have  all  the 
powers  set  forth  in  Section  1770  of  the  General  Statutes. 
When  said  request  is  made,  the  Governor  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  appoint  said  police  officer,  and  the 
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sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the 
purposes  set  forth  in  this  resolution,  and  the  same  shall  be 
paid  by  the  Comptroller  on  vouchers  duly  approved  by  the 
commissioners.  Said  commissioners  shall  preserve  intact 
the  ruins  of  the  old  Fort  Griswold  fort. 

Sec.  3.  The  Anna  Warner  Bailey  Chapter  of  Daughters 
of  the  Ai?ierican  Revolution  is  hereby  authorized  to  erect  at 
its  own  expense  on  the  Groton  Monument  grounds  in  the 
town  of  Groton  a  memorial  room  adjacent  to  the  east  side 
of  the  present  monument  house  on  said  grounds;  provided, 
that  the  plans  and  specifications  of  such  addition  and  memo- 
rial room  be  first  submitted  to  the  Comptroller  and  be  ap- 
proved by  him.

with  what  has  been  done  up  to  the  present  time. 

The  committee  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  President  ap- 
peared in  the  Senate  Chamber  escorting  the  President,  and 
the  President  pro  tempore  read  to  him  the  resolution  of 
thanks  passed  by  the  Senate. 
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The  President  then  replied  as  follows: 

Senators:  Permit  me  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation 
of  the  complimentary  resolution  you  have  passed  referring 
to  my  relations  with  you  as  your  presiding  officer,  and  to  add 
that  nothing  could  be  more  grateful  to  me  than  to  be  assured 
that  I  have  merited  your  favor  in  the  duties  I  have  been 
called  upon  to  assume.  At  the  close  of  the  Senate  session 
it  may  be  fitting  to  review  the  work  that  has  occupied  your 
attention  for  the  past  few  months.  There  have  been  before 
you  some  two  thousand  matters,  including  petitions,  resolu- 
tions, and  bills ;  of  these  you  have  reported  favorably  on  and 
passed  two  hundred  and  seven  public  and  four  hundred  and 
fifty  private  acts.  Tour  work  in  this  Chamber  has  been 
faithfully  and  conscientiously  performed,  and  your  com- 
mittee reports  have  shown  that  you  have  given  the  business 
before  you  careful  attention.  Due  consideration  has  been 
given  the  more  important  matters,  and  your  conclusions 
regarding  them  will,  I  am  confident,  be  generally  approved. 
I  suppose  it  wiU  always  occur  that  measures  are  brought  for- 
ward at  each  session  which  occupy  much  time  in  committee 
hearings  that  are  found  to  offer  little  merit  for  favorable  or 
even  extended  attention.  Yet^  with  the  desire  to  give  all 
matters  a  fair  hearing,  much  valuable  time  is  consumed  in 
hearing  them.  Whether  it  would  be  an  acceptable  and  wise 
rule  to  adopt,  that  all  bills  and  matters  to  come  before  the 
Assembly  should  be  filed  in  tabulated  and  concise  form  at  a 
certain  date  before  the  sitting  of  the  Legislature,  so  that 
members  would  be  given  time  to  peruse  and  analyze  them, 
may  be  open  to  objection,  but  it  appears  to  me  that  such  a 
plan,  if  adopted,  would  possess  merit;  or  a  constitutional 
limit  might  be  set  regulating  the  number  of  days  the  Assem- 
bly should  be  in  session.  The  matters  before  you  have  been 
of  unusual  importance,  and  you  have  met  the  questions  aris- 
ing from  them  with  a  desire  to  be  just  and  fair  to  all  con- 
cerned, and  to  legislate  for  the  best  interests  of  the  people 
of  the  State,  and  I  am  confident  that  your  action,  your  enact- 
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ments,  and  the  fair  and  liberal  manner  with  which  von  have 
concluded  the  business  before  you,  has  met  with  general 
satisfaction.  When  I  consider  the  harmonious  relations  that 
have  existed  in  this  Senate,  the  pleasant  associations  and 
valuable  friendships  that  have  been  formed,  I  am  loath  to 
think  that  this  marks  the  day  when  these  must  be  in  our 
official  capacity  severed.  These  ties  will,  however,  as  we 
resume  again  our  customary  avocations,  I  am  confident,  still 
remain  strong,  and  the  associations  of  these  past  months  you 
will  often  recur  to  with  pleasure  and  satisfaction.  To  you 
all,  Senators,  I  am  under  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  the  kindly 
and  generous  treatment  I  have  received  from  your  hands, 
bearing  gently  with  my  faults,  and  throwing  the  cloak  of 
charity  over  my  failures.  The  President  pro  tempore  has 
been  a  willing,  capable  assistant ;  the  Clerk  a  very  friend  in 
need,  and  to  whom  I  owe  much  for  his  courtesy  and  aid. 
For  the  helpful  presence  of  the  Chaplain  we  are  all  indebted. 
The  messengers  and  other  attaches  of  the  Senate  have  been 
faithful  and  efficient ;  the  scribes  have  treated  us  justly  and 
given  accurate  accounts  of  our  daily  work.  It  was  intimated 
at  the  opening  of  the  session  that  you  were  unfamiliar  with 
the  senatorial  duties.  Experience  has  taught  me  to  hesitate 
in  accepting  this  statement,  for  if  true,  you  have  been  quick 
and  apt  learners,  and  the  good  judgment  with  which  business 
has  been  transacted  is  greatly  to  be  commended.  May  like 
success  and  favor  always  attend  you,  and  may  long  life, 
health,  and  prosperity  and  happiness  be  yours  also,  and  as 
we  meet  in  the  future,  as  I  trust  we  shall  have  often  the  good 
fortune  to  do,  I  am  sure  our  first  thought  will  be  of  the 
associations  and  friendships  formed  in  the  Senate  session  of 
1903. 

Senator  Walsh  of  the  Twelfth  District  then  addressed  the 
President  as  follows: 

Mr.  President :   The  so-called  freshman  Senate  has  assem- 
bled for  the  last  time  in  this  Chamber.     All  Shatters  on  the 
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calendar  having  been  disposed  of  and  now  we  are  ready  to 
depart,  sorrow  and  gladness  vie  with  each  other,  sorrow  be- 
cause of  departure  from  pleasing  duties  and  pleasant  associa- 
tions, gladness  because  of  relief  from  official  cares,  and  the 
return  to  the  society  of  our  loved  ones  at  home.  When  we 
gathered  here  last  January,  anxious  eyes  from  all  over  the 
State  were  upon  us,  for,  while  nearly  all  of  us  had  previously 
served  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  it  was  the  first  time 
in  the  history  of  this  grand  old  Commonwealth  that  the 
entire  Senate  should  be  composed  of  men  not  one  of  whom 
had  ever  served  in  this  branch  of  the  General  Assemblv  be- 
fore.  And  now  that  our  work  is  done,  we  wiU  leave  it  to  time 
and  an  ever  generous  public  to  say  whether  it  has  been  con- 
scientious, painstaking,  worthy,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the 
State  or  not. 

During  this  session  I  have  had  many  agreeable  duties  to 
perform,  but  none  so  pleasant  as  that  which  now  falls  to  my 
lot.  If  I  could  but  for  a  moment  think  myself  able  or  com- 
petent to  perform  the  duty  that  my  fellow  Senators  have 
assigned  me,  that  of  conveying  to  you,  Mr.  President,  their 
tribute,  it  would  be  the  proudest  time  of  my  life.  At  the  or- 
ganization of  this  Senate  it  was  to  you,  who  had  previously 
served  in  the  House  of  Representatives  and  also  in  this  body, 
that  we,  as  inexperienced  Senators,  looked  for  guidance  and 
help.  How  well  you  did  your  part,  I  need  only  say  that  not 
one  ruling  of  the  Chair  has  ever  been  doubted,  questioned,  or 
resented.  You  have  presided  over  this  Senate  with  firmness, 
fairness,  rare  ability,  and  impartiality,  and  the  session  of 
1903  wiU  be  remembered  as  one  entirely  void  of  all  ani- 
mosities. Por  this  pleasant  state  of  affairs  we  are  entirely 
indebted  to  you,  as  it  is  the  result  of  the  many  kindnesses 
you  have  shown  us  in  the  discharge  of  our  duties. 

By  your  generous  deeds  and  gentlemanly  bearing  in 
social  intercourse  you  have  won  our  hearts.  It  is  our  wish 
that  you  may  have  a  long  and  happy  life,  and  that  your 
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career  may  be  crowned  with  higher  honors  in  the  future. 
And  now,  Mr.  President,  the  Senate  has  instructed  me  to 
present  to  you  this  watch,  as  a  testimonial  of  its  regard,  and 
I  trust  that  in  the  years  to  come  it  will  be  a  constant  re- 
minder to  you  of  the  Senators  who  hold  you  in  high  honor 
and  esteem. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  remarks  Senator  Walsh,  in  be- 
half of  the  Senate,  presented  the  President  with  a  beautiful 
gold  watch,  suitably  inscribed. 

The  President  then  replied  as  follows: 

The  Senator  from  the  Twelfth  and  other  Senators:  I  am 
deeply  touched  by  the  receipt  of  this  gift,  the  token  of  your 
good  will.  It  will  always  bring  to  my  mind  delightful  asso- 
ciations with  the  members  of  this  Senate,  with  whom  my 
relations  have  been  most  cordial,  and  whose  esteem  I  greatly 
value.  As  my  daily  companion,  it  will  recall  your  faces,  and 
I  shall  remember  each  of  you  by  some  pleasant  association 
connected  with  our  work  in  this  session.  The  grateful  fact 
that  I  can  call  each  one  of  you  my  friend  is  a  privil^e  that 
I  sincerely  appreciate.  For  your  kind  thought  of  me  as 
evidenced  by  this  gift,  and  for  your  generous  attitude  toward 
me  always,  my  dear  Senators,  I  thank  you  most  sincerely. 

Senator  Bradstreet  of  the  Twentieth  District  then  ad- 
dressed the  Clerk  as  follows: 

Greorge  E.  Hinman,  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  you  have  not 
only  been  our  Clerk,  but  our  guiding  star  and  friend.  We 
came  here  as  freshmen,  but  under  the  kind  controlling  of 
our  President,  and  your  kind  instruction,  we  graduate  as 
seniors.  We  shall  soon  separate  and  return  to  our  respective 
homes.  We  wish  you  a  prosperous  life,  free  from  sorrow, 
and,  as  the  years  roll  by,  and  our  minds  return  to  the 
pleasant  hours  spent  in  this  Senate  Chamber,  the  memories 
of  our  Clerk  wiU  be  pleasant  to  dwell  upon. 
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As  a  slight  appreciation  of  our  esteem  for  you,  I  am  chosen 
hy  my  fellow  Senators  to  present  to  you  in  their  name  this 
gift,  a  Knight  Templar's  uniform  and  sword,  and  now,  as 
a  brother  Sir  Knight,  I  place  it  in  your  hands,  feeling  as- 
sured that  when  you  wear  this  uniform  your  mind  will  revert 
to  the  pleasant  associations  we  have  had  with  you  in  the  Sen- 
:ate  of  1903. 

The  Clerk  replied  as  follows: 

Mr.  President,  Senator  Bradstreet,  and  members  of  the 
Senate:  Appreciating  as  I  do  the  privilege  accorded  me  in 
this  opportimity  to  address  you,  I  shall  endeavor  to  follow 
the  good  example  which  has  been  set  me  by  the  Senators 
-during  the  session,  and  make  my  remarks  brief.  Even  were 
I  to  take  more  of  your  time,  I  despair  of  being  able  to  ade- 
quately convey  to  you  my  appreciation  of  the  kindness  and 
forbearance  I  have  enjoyed  at  your  hands  through  all  the 
days  of  this  session,  culminating  in  this  splendid  token  of 
your  friendship,  which  shall  be  to  me  a  lasting  memento  of 
the  experiences  and  associations  of  this  session. 

Many  of  you  know  the  significance  which  this  r^alia  has 
for  all  who  are  privileged  to  wear  it,  and  since  for  me  it  has 
the  added  value  that  it  stands  as  the  visible  token  of  the 
friendship  of  the  Senators  of  1903,  you  will  realize  how 
liighly  this  gift  will  be  appreciated  and  treasured  by  me,  as 
long  as  life  shall  permit  me  to  wear  it 

While  I  can  find  words  merely  to  indicate  the  sentiments 

I  feel  so  deeply  on  this  occasion,  I  do  desire  to  speak  of  some 

matters  connected  with  the  Senate  of  1903,  not,  I  assure 

you,  in  any  spirit  of  idle  flattery,  but  in  strict  recognition  of 

facts.     The  rather  unusual  composition  of  this  Senate  was  a 

subject  of  some  remark  at  the  opening  of  the  session.     Few 

of  its  members  had  had  any  recent  legislative  experience; 

none  had  served  in  the  Senate.    While  the  Clerk  of  the  last 

preceding  Senate  had  served  with  at  least  fourteen  of  its 
8.-78 
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memters  in  the  two  preceding  Houses  of  Representatives,  I 
had  so  served  with  but  seven. 

It  does  not  become  me  to  speak  of  what  you  have  done  in 
the  way  of  legislation,  but  as  to  how  you  have  done  that  work 
I  think  I  may,  as  a  constant  and,  I  trust,  an  impartial  wit- 
ness, properly  speak.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  readiness  with 
which  you  grasped  the  detail  of  legislative  procedure  and 
entered  effectively  on  the  arduous  work  of  the  session  was 
little  short  of  marvelous,  and  that  work,  so  promptly  taken 
up,  has  been  consistently  pressed  forward  to  the  end.  At  the 
same  time  every  matter  has,  it  seems  to  me,  been  given  due 
consideration.  Explanations  by  chairmen  of  committees 
have,  as  a  whole,  been  unusually  careful,  fair,  and  fulL  De- 
bate, when  occasion  arose,  has  been  vigorous  and  illuminat- 
ing. Contests  at  times  have  been  sharp  and  hard  fought, 
yet  I  hope  and  believe  have  been  without  personal  bitterness. 
Business  generally  has  been  transacted  with  a  snap  and  vigor 
and  an  interest  on  the  part  of  all  the  Senators  that  is  im- 
usual  in  the  Senates  of  this  and  other  States,  so  far  as  my 
observation  extends. 

For  this  feature  we  cannot  give  too  high  credit  to  the 
honored  President  of  this  body,  in  whose  leadership  we  have 
been  indeed  fortunate.  Indifference  to  routine  proceedings, 
irregularities  in  debate,  and  parliamentary  looseness  of  vari- 
ous kinds,  which  are  likely  to  creep  into  a  body  of  this  kind, 
have  been  promptly  checked  by  him,  and  proceedings  held  to 
a  businesslike  yet  dignified  course,  with  an  absolute  fair- 
ness and  impartiality  at  all  times.  The  noteworthy  ability 
of  your  presiding  officer  has  also  lifted  from  the  shoulders 
of  the  Clerk  a  burden  which  often  rests  there  in  bodies  like 
this,  and  his  unfailing  kindness  anS  good  nature  has  made 
association  with  him,  for  me,  and,  I  am  sure,  for  all  of  you, 
a  continued  pleasure.  And  you,  Senators,  while  your  com- 
petent conduct  of  your  duties  has  made  smooth  my  routine 
labors,  your  unvarying  kindness  and  genial  friendliness  has 
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made  this  session  an  experience  to  be  treasured  as  long  as 
memory  remains. 

While  so  many  of  you  started  strangers  to  each  other,  this 
session  has  offered  several  unusual  opportunities  for  the 
promotion  of  personal  intimacy,  and  I  am  sure  that  no  more 
lasting  friendships  have  marked  any  Senate  than  that  of 
1903;  this  intimacy  and  friendship  I  have  been  privileged 
to  fully  and  f i-eely  share  at  all  times,  an  honor  and  a  pleasure 
that  1 1  have  greatly  appreciated  and  shall  ever  treasure. 
Probably^  we  are  the  last  to  enjoy  the  full  extent  of  this 
Senatorial  intimacy,  which  can  only  obtain  in  small  bodies. 
With  a  Senate  largely  increased  in  membership,  as  will 
be  the  Senates  of  the  future,  there  must  be  a  lessening  of  this 
feeling  of  personal  intimacy ;  the  nature  of  the  deliberations 
of  the  Senate  will  change ;  it  will  originate  more  business,  de- 
bates will  be  more  frequent,  and  its  procedure  in  general  will 
undergo  a  change.  You  rire  the  last  of  the  small  Senates,  and 
I  am  sure  that  your  record  is  one  which  brings  the  old  re- 
gime to  a  creditable  close.  It  is  certainly  a  matter  of  life- 
long pride  and  gratification  to  me  to  have  had  even  my 
humble  part  therein. 

Senator  Noone  of  the  Twenty-third  District  then  pre- 
sented to  the  Chaplain  a  beautiful  gold  watch,  suitably  in- 
scribed, speaking  as  follows : 

Mr.  President:  The  preamble  of  our  constitution  begins 
with  a  grateful  acknowledgment  of  the  good  providence  of 
God  in  permitting  the  people  of  Connecticut  to  enjoy  the 
blessings  of  a  free  government  Animated  by  the  same 
spirit  which  prompted  this  declaration  by  our  forefathers, 
we  have  daily  entered  upon  our  duties  with  an  appeal  for 
divine  assistance,  and,  as  we  review  the  work  of  the  session, 
note  the  many  wise  measures  enacted  and  the  unworthy  ones 
rejected,  and  view  the  abounding  peace  and  prosperity  of  our 
beloved  Commonwealth,  we  may  very  properly  acknowledge 
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anew  our  great  gratitude  for  the  divine  favor  which  has 
enabled  us  to  assist  in  acoomplishing  these  desirable  results. 

It  is  fitting,  also,  at  this  time  to  express  to  our  Chaplain, 
whose  duty  it  has  been  to  invoke  the  divine  blessing  upon  our 
labors,  our  thorough  appreciation  of  his  fidelity  in  attendance 
at  our  sessions^  his  earnest  exhortations  to  high  and  noble 
aspirations,  and  also  our  sincere  belief  that  we  have  been  the 
better  as  legislators,  and  will  go  forth  better  as  men,  by 
reason  of  his  presence  in  the  Senate  of  1903. 

Reverend  Chaplain:  Desiring  that  you  have  a  memento 
of  our  affection  and  esteem,  the  members  of  this  body  hereby 
present  to  you  this  watch,  asking  you  to  honor  them  by  its 
acceptance,  and  they  would  further  express  a  cordial  wish 
that,  enjoying  health  and  prosperity,  you  may  long  continue 
to  grace  your  exalted  calling. 


The  Chaplain  replied  as  follows : 

Mr.  President,  Senator  Xoone,  and  Senators:  I  have 
prayed  for  you ;  you  have  watched  me.  Let  us  hope  that  in 
future  we  may,  each  for  himself,  practice  these  cardinal 
duties  of  Christianity.  I  thank  you  for  this  beautiful  re- 
membrance, which  suggests  two  important  and  appropriate 
thoughts  to  my  mind.  Examination  discloses  several  parts, 
each  performing  its  function,  thus  making  the  completed 
watch  a  thing  of  use  and  beauty.  How  singularly  does  this 
illustrate  the  true  idea  of  the  State !  Another  has  suggested 
that  this  idea  is  not  that  of  an  unconnected  collection  of  in- 
dividuals, but  rather  that  of  an  organism,  with  an  organic 
life,  an  economy  of  members,  each  of  which  has  its  own  part 
to  play,  its  own  burden  to  bear,  and  if  it  honestly  bears  that 
burden  it  is  making  tlie  perfect  State  possible. 

Conceived  of  as  an  organism,  the  State  is  not  a  mere  ab- 
straction standing  apart  from  the  members  that  compose  it. 
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nor  is  it  constituted  simply  and  solely  by  these  members. 
As  the  tree  is  something  more  than  root,  and  trunk,  and 
branches,  as  the  building  is  something  more  than  foundation, 
and  walls,  and  roof,  and  as  the  body  is  something  more  than 
bone,  muscle,  and  nerve,  so  is  the  State  something  more  than 
a  mere  assemblage  of  unconnected  units.  It  takes  up  into 
itself  the  life  of  all  the  members  who  compose  it.  It  con- 
stitutes and  is  that  life,  and  while  it  expresses  its  present 
form  it  bears  within  it  also  the  transmuted  influence  of  the 
past,  and  all  the  throbbing  impulses  of  the  future.  And  thus, 
though  the  life  of  the  State  be  expressed  in  many  outward 
forms,  it  is  something  deeper  than  any  one  of  them.  It  is 
a  life  that  moves  through  all  the  members,  and  the  distinctive 
characteristic  of  it  is  not  so  much  the  external  institutions, 
but  that  from  which  they  spring,  the  sentiment  of  nationality, 
the  love  of  country,  the  feeling  which  on  many  a  field  of 
battle  has  shown  itself  indomitable  amid  smoke  and  blood. 

This  beautiful  gift  suggests  something  more.  It  indicates 
the  several  hours  of  the  day.  Religiously,  it  intimates  the 
different  periods  of  human  existence.  Morning,  with  its 
fresh  young  light,  waking  the  world  to  renewed  life,  bathing 
the  hills  with  a  chastened  splendor,  inspiring  all  animated 
things  with  a  jubilant  thankfulness,  the  morning  hoTirs  are 
nearest  akin  to  praise.  Evening,  slowly  deepening  into  dark- 
ness and  silence,  when  the  mind  has  lost  somewhat  of  the 
eagerness  and  haste  with  which  it  went  forth  into  the  day's 
work;  all  the  powers  are  toil-worn  and  weary;  the  soul's 
elasticity  is  relaxed  and  its  energy  tamed.  So  apt  and  ex- 
pressive are  such  similitudes  that  we  are  scarcely  conscious 
that  we  speak  in  parables  when  we  designate  life  as  day, 
and  death  as  night,  while  the  gentle  transition  into  the  world 
of  silence  and  darkness  we  most  fitly  describe  as  evening. 
Each  diurnal  circle  is  thus  the  symbol  of  that  larger  circle 
which  is  complete  at  death.  To  this,  as  to  that,  there  is  a 
dawn,  a  noon,  and  a  twilight  which  ushers  in  the  night.    Day, 
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Senators,  is  the  time  for  work,  night  for  repose.  Even  so, 
our  little  life,  filled  with  an  intense  activity,  is  rounded  out 
with  a  sleep. 

On  such  an  occasion  as  this,  when  we  are  about  to  close  the 
delightful  associations  which  have  existed  amongst  us,  such 
imagery  is  strangely  suggestive  and  admonitory.  Thanking 
you  again  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart,  I  ask  you  to  unite 
with  me  in  voicing  the  sentiments  of  this  prayer  of  one  of  the 
world's  grand  thinkers  and  noble  lives : 

**  O,  may  I  Join  the  choir  invisible 
Of  those  immortal  dead  who  live  again 
In  minds  made  better  by  their' presence;  live 
In  pulses  stirred  to  generosity, 
In  deeds  of  daring  rectitude,  In  scorn 
For  miserable  aims  that  end  with  self, 
In  thoughts  sublime  that  pierce  the  night  like  stars. 
And  with  their  mild  persistence  urge  man's  search 
To  vaster  issues, 
So  to  live  is  heaven." 

Senate  Resolution  No.  133.  Senator  Ney  of  the  First  Dis- 
trict introduced  a  resolution  instructing  the  ComptroUer  to 
have  the  gavel  and  block  used  by  the  President  during:  the 
session  suitably  engraved  and  presented  to  him. 

The  resolution  was  discussed  by  Senator  Ney  of  the  First 
District. 

The  resolution  was  then  passed. 

Senate  Resolution  No.  134.  Senator  Hamilton  of  the 
Ninth  District  introduced  a  resolution  presenting  to  the 
President  pro  tempore  the  gavel  used  by  him  during  the 
session. 

The  resolution  was  passed. 

Senate  Resolution  No.  135.  Senator  Brown  of  the  Elev- 
enth District  introduced  a  resolution  authorizing  the  Clerk 
to  have  the  resolution  of  thanks  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
suitably  engrossed  and  framed,  and  present  the  same  to  him. 

The  resolution  was  passed. 
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Senate  Resolution  No.  136.  Senator  Ayling  of  the  Tenth 
District  introduced  a  resolution  presenting  the  chair  at  the 
Clerk's  desk  to  the  Clerk,  and  the  chairs  occupied  by  Senators 
Nash  of  the  Thirteenth  District  and  Chaffee  of  the  TVenty- 
fourth  District  during  the  session  to  those  Senators  respec- 
tively. 

The  resolution  was  discussed  by  Senator  Fuessenich  of  the 
Eighteenth  District 

The  resolution  was  then  passed. 

Senate  Eesolution  No.  137.  Senator  Walsh  of  the  Twelfth 
District  introduced  a  resolution  appointing  Senators  Nash 
of  the  Thirteenth  District  and  Chaffee  of  the  Twenty-fourth 
District  a  committee  to  wait  upon  the  House,  and  inform  that 
body  that  the  Senate  is  ready  to  meet  in  joint  convention 
for  the  purpose  of  final  adjournment. 

The  resolution  was  passed. 

The  committee  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  House  reported 
that  they  had  performed  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  that  a 
committee  from  the  House  would  soon  appear  in  the  Senate 
Chamber. 

Shortly  afterward,  a  committee  from  the  House,  consisting 
of  Messrs.  Gruener  of  New  Haven  and  Hitchcock  of  Wood- 
bury, appeared  in  the  Senate  Chamber  and  announced  that 
the  House  was  ready  to  meet  the  Senate  in  joint  convention.

The  committee  soon  reported  that  the  duty  assigned  had 
been  discharged,  and  that  the  Governor  would  meet  the  con- 
vention immediately. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor,  attended  by  the  Executive 
Secretary,  the  State  Officers,  and  Sheriff  of  Hartford  County, 
soon  appeared  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives- 

The  Governor  addressed  the  Convention  as  follows: 

Mr.  President,  Mr.  Speaker,  and  Grentlemen  of  the  Gren- 
eral  Assembly:  It  was  my  duty,  as  well  as  pleasure,  to  be 
present  when  your  honorable  body  was  convened,  and  also  to 
have  the  opportunity  provided  by  custom  in  my  message  to 
make  some  suggestions  for  your  consideration. 

Among  the  recommendations  noted  was  one  for  a  short 
session,  and  while  in  that  particular  you  have  not  fully  met 
my  expectations,  you  have  more  than  compensated  for  that 
shortcoming  by  the  conscientious  and  able  manner  in  which 
you  have  discharged  your  duty  to  the  State.

Thanking  you  again  for  the  personal  kindness  which  you 
have  accorded  me  during  the  session,  I  desire  to  express  to 
each  and  every  one  of  you  my  best  wishes  for  your  future 
welfare  and  happiness.
